CAME TO CHICAGO FOR A LAWYER. 


For just twenty-four hours George I. Bag- 
ley, 8 United States express messenger, was 
worth $100,000. This morning he is locked 
up in a cell at the Harrison Street Police Sta- 
tion and his stolen fortune is in the hands of 
its rightful owners. 

Within the space of twenty-four hours, dat- 
ing from 3 o’clock Friday morning, Bagley 
stole $100,000 in cash from the express car of 
which he had charge, was captured, confessed 
his crime, and the money was returned to the 
company. What Bagley had in cunning he 
lacked mm nerve. In the hands of the law his 

a courage failed him and he led his captors di- 
- rectly to the spot where he had concealed the 


and sent out to all of their agents the follow- 
ing notice: 

CHICAGO, Nov, 18.—United States Express Com- 
pany'’s Messenger George I. Bagley left his train 
at Davenport, Iowa, this morning at 3 a. m., and 
has disappeared 
longing to the company with him. 

He is 5 feet 9 inches high. 

Weight, 163 pounds. 

Complexion, fair. 

Dark hair and blue eyes, 

Nose long and slender. 

Face long and cadaverons appearance. 

Sandy mustache.

Were Making His Picture. 

The same description was sent to the Central 
Station in Chicago, and to the Chiefs of Police 
in every city between Chicago and Davenport. 
An engraver was also cailed in and put under 
contract to work all night and have several 
thousand circulars bearing the portrait and 
description of Bagley ready to be sent out at 
5 o’clock yesterday morning. He had pre- 
pared the engraving and it was all ready to 
print when the news came that Bagley had 
been captured. It is also claimel by the de- 
tectives who worked on the case that with this 
circular was to be sent out an offer of $10,000 
reward for the capture of the much-wanted 
man. 

When the first circular issued by the com- 
pany reached the Central Station a conference 
was at once held between Capt. Shea, Lieut. 
Haas, and the officers of the express company. 
Detectives Weaver and Plunkett were detailed 
on the case. In company with Detective 
Wiltz and General Agent Wygant of the ex- 
press company, the officers took a carriage 
and were driven to No. 1810 Michigan avenue, 
where it was supposed that Bagley bodrded. 


Mrs. J. H. Miller, the landlady, who is also a 


dressmaker, told Detective Plunkett and Mr. 
Wiltz, who went into the house, that Bagley 
had not roomed there for some time. 

Meanwhile, General Agent Wygant had 
stationed himself at the front door, while De- 
tective Weaver guarded the rear.

Soldiers’ Gravestones in Indiana Daubed 
with Red Paint—A Preconcerted Scheme.

Daubing with red paint the headstones of sol- 

diers’ graves on the night of the Democratic 

jollification this week has aroused the Grand 

Army men here as nothing else could, per- 

haps, short of a midnight raid by Kuklux. At 

first, when the report came from Clayton, in 

Hendricks County, that every grave of dead 

soldiers who served in the Civil War had thus

HE ELECTS HIMSELF. 


THE FIGHTING MAYOR OF LONG ISL- 
AND OITY IN A NEW ROLE. 


He Says One Thousand Votes Cast Against 
Him Are Illegal—in View of His Record 
as a Pugilist This Means a Good Deal— 
Another American Girl Has a Corner 
on a Title—Nat Goodwin and Dixey in 
a Fight—Miscellaneous News of the 
Metropolis. 

New Yorx, Nov. 19.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Gleason, the fighting executive of Long Is- 
land City, again surprised his constituents to- 
day. The determined effort of the citizens of 
that town to rid themselves of Mr. Gléason 
seemed to have been sucvessful when the votes 
were ali counted, ana lovers of péace rejoiced 
that a man named Sanford would occupy the 
position in which Mr. Gleason has been a mig- 
fit for a long ff». 

With his customary ability to overcome all 
obstacies, however, he decided that the elec- 
tion was illegal, and, according to his instruc- 
tions, City Clerk Burke, who, it is said, yawns 
when Mayor Gleason gets sleepy, today sent 
in official returns to the County Clerk, show- 
ing that Mayor Gleason had been reélected. 
According to the clerk his patron has a major- 
ity of 732 votes, The pugilistic executive, as 
soon as his clerk had forwarded the document, 
started for the Town of Jamaica and was 
sworn in—nothing else could be done on the 
face of the returns. He then announced that 
he was Mayor of Long Island City for another 
term, and this announcement from him was 
equivalent to saying, “‘Ican thrash the chap 
who says nay.”’ 

Of course there is excitement in Long 
Isiand City and much indignation, but it is 
not vociferous, for no individual cares to 
openly accuse of fraud a man who has been 
able to whip all comers and at the same time 
rule the village for several years. Neverthe- 
less the Supreme Court will probably be asked 
to oust Mr. Gleason from his position. 

Clerk Burke, when questioned about his pe- 
culiar action, replied that 1,000 defective bal- 
lots had been cast and that as it devolved 
upon him to return the correct vote to the 
County Clerk he could only do so by throwing 
out the votes that were not according to 
law. Mr. Gleason does not appear to be at all 
anxious about his tenure of office, and this aft- 
ernoon said he would like to see the man 
who could take his place. 

Two Characters. 

Of all the peculiar personalities on Long 
Island those of John Y. McKean and Mayor 
Gleason stand out most prominently. Mr. 
McKean is the personage who holds the com- 
munity of Gravesend in his vest pocket and 
casts its vote whichever way it seems best for 
his personal interests. This fall he tendered 
it to Grover Cleveland; there were 1,200 Dem- 
ocratic votes cast and eight Republican. Mr. 
McKean is still searching for the persons who 
dared cast those eight votes. It is 
over the adjoining baliwick that 
Mayor Gleason holds sway. He cares nothing 
about the manner in which his constituents 
vote, but he likes to have his say in other mat- 
ters. The first man who opposed Mr. Gleason 
after the latter was elected Mayor the first 
time, left the executive’s office with a black 
eye: the next man walked out with a broken 
arin; the third didn’t walk out at ail—he was 
carried away, and it was a week before he left 
the hospital. When Mr. Gleason wishes an 
ordinance passed he simply says so in Coun- 
cil meeting, and the ordinance goes through. 
Of course this pugilistic executive has been 
frequently arrested for assault and battery, 
but no justice ever dared sentence him to im- 
prisonment, and the nominal fines which are 
im upon him the Mayor simply charges 
up to “* expenses of office,”’ and they have been 
approved, One day when a certain Justice of 
the Peace saw fit to lecture the distinguished 
prisoner the latter took him by the nape of the 
neck, kicked him out of court, then walked 
home. There is one thing in Mr. Gleason's 
favor; he has maintained good order in his 
bailiwick, and he has never preferred charges 
against a subordinate. When such an one dis- 
obeyed orders or was derelict in any manner 
Mr. Gleason spanked him. 

Cure for Drunkenness. 

A policeman who was drunk one evening 
was soused inapond. And Mr. Gleason has 
watched with an eagle’s eye over the interests 
of the town. He came to the conclusion that 
the Long Island City railroad was a usurper, 
and one day he ordered that a cértain fence be 
ei ee Of course it was not; railroads al- 
ways wait until cases have been tried in court 
befcere they take final action. They expected 
a suit of some sort to follow the Mayor’s 
official notice. Instead they one morning 
found the fence gone. They started to re- 
build. In half an hour the fighting Mayor 
was on the spot with au ax and chopped down 
posts as fast as they were putup. Finally the 
Mayor got tired and announ that he would 
chep around a little more promuscuously if 
the workmen didn’t stop. They stopped, and 
the fence has never been put up. 

. In the face of all this it is evident that there 
will be some fun in Long Island City within 
the next few days.

NEWS NOTES OF THE METROPOLIS, 


Gen. Roy Stone Talks of the Work of the 
National League for Good Roads. 

New York, wg? ee “pry f 
the proceedings of the recént convention o e 
National League for Good Roads, held at Chi- 
cago, has just been pubiished. Gen. Stone, the 
General Vice-President and Secretary,said to-day : 

“We are going to have a meeting of the general 
board sdon, probably about Dec, 1. | think it will 
be held in Philadelphia, since that is a central 


point. We want to hold this meeting 
before the assembling of vongrene and 
consider the farther work of the league. 


We are in favor of incorporation 
under a national charter, and we want to kee 
hammering away until we get out Senate b 
through the House, That bill, which was 
by the Senate last July, was sidetracked in the 
ouse as “an inyasion of State rights.” It was 
a perfectly harmless bill. It only provided for 
the creation of a National Highway Commission, 
whose work was to be simply that of inquiry, 
with a view to hav an exhibit of the various 
rocesses of road-making prepared for the World’s 
air. Such an exhibit would bean object lesson 
to everybody who saw it, apd would help won- 
derfully in teaching the people that it is un- 
necessary to pay large sums of money annually 
for the sake of having the most awful country 
roads that ever were seen.” 
Gould May Bid for the Rapid Transit Plum, 


Railroad men and capitalists are sho a 
lively interest in the specifications and plans for 
the construction of the new rapid transit route 
and the Commissioners are daily receiving appli- 
cations for copies. Jay Gould and Austin Corbin 
have secured copies and it looks as if they would 
be among the bidders for the franchise when it is 
offered for sale Dec. 29. A special meeti of 
the Commissioners is to be held Tuesday after- 
noon, at which Mr. Gould will be given a - public 
hearing on his proposition to extend the “L” 
road from the Cortlandt street station down to 
the Jersey City ferry by a shuttle branch.

WANT TO CONTROL THE COTTON MARKET. 


Elaborate Plans of the Farmers’ Alliance— 
What Dr. Macune Says. 
Mempuis, Tenn., Nov. 19.—An elaborate 
plan of a cotton combination was formulated 
by the Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial Union 
before its adjournment by which it is sought 
to control the cotton business of the South. 
The scheme Jacked the support of the Northern 
members, and some of them claim that it did 
not receive the sanction of the order. 
However, this evening delegates trom 
most of Southern States held a 
meeting at the Gayoso Hotel and 
elected R. J. Sledge of Texas President, 
Gen. R. M. West of Mississippi Vice-President, 
and J. E, Maxwell of Alabama financial agent. 
It is pro to make headquarters in Mem- 
his, which will be in charge of Gen. West. 
resident Sledge will hold forth in New York. 
The Cotton committee, as the new organiza- 
tion 1s called, proposes to borrow money from 
the East as cheap as locai bankers can sectrre 
it, and thiis save to the producer the difference 
in interest. The same plan was tried in Texas 
some years ago and failed ignominously. Ihe 
only new feature in the present plan is that 
cotton factories over the country are to be 
admitted to the combination though not to 
the Alliance. It is given vut on good 
authority that this cotton scheme was 
lanned by Dr. Macune as a return for 
aubeneck’s pronuaciamento announcing the 
birth of a new political party. The latter has 
most of the Northern members with him. 
Macune’s idea, it is alle is to rally the 
Southern delegates on the cotton idea and 
head off the third party leaders. In a long 
interview today Dr. Macune complained bit- 
terly of the treatment he received and of 
prostitution of the Alliance by the third party 
politicians. He said: 
** There has been a bold and deliberate plan 
laid and worked by some politicians to capture 
the Alliance movement and make it an annex 
of the People’s party. It was worked cau- 
tiously and secretly. The same people were 
present atthe Indiavapolis meeting a year 
ago. We fought them and defeated their 
schemes inthe National Alliance, but they 
turned up again at the St. Louis conference 
meeting last February and they have from 
time to time boasted of their scheming and 
wire-pulling to control the Alliance meetings 
and dominate the order with their tools and 
henchmen.

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FIRST COINS MINTED. 


PRIZE WORLD'S FAIR SOUVENIRS 
+ ‘F*URNED OUT AT PHILADELPHIA. 


The Second Attempt Results in the Pro- 

- @uétion of the Perfect Coin—There Was 

' @ Large Gathering of Distinguished 

People Present—Leaky Koofs of the 

' Bulldings at Jackson Park to Be In- 

* speeted by Members of the Council of 
Administration—Exposition News. 


Parraprirara, Pa., Nov. 19.—[Special. ]— 
It was a $10,000 beauty that dropped today 
— from the coin press at the United States mint 

'. -° when the work of coining the Columbian half- 

- dollars began. Supt. Bosbyshell was on hand 
_. to represent the government and Joseph W. 

Elisworth of the World’s Fair Commission 
_ represented that body. There was great 1n- 

terest manifested in the affair because of the 

big premiums that have been offered for cer- 
tain of the coins. In addition to this first one 
‘there were also coined and delivered to Mr. 

Llisworth the 400th, 1,492d, and 1,892d of the 

new half-doliars. 

Over 2,000 of the souvenirs were struck to- 
day, and the work will continue until all of 
the 5,000,000 donated by Congress are com- 
pleted. With the exception of the four valua- 
ble coins already specified the remainder will 
be held at the mint until orders for their dis- 
posal are received from the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The work of coining the souvenirs will 
not be finished much before the opening of 
the Exposition in May next. 

a When the hour arrived Supt. Bosbyshell was 
-. * sammopned to the press-room by Chief Coiner 
: William S. Steele, while Engraver Charlies 

Barber, who designed the famous coin, Chief 
Clerk M. H. Cobb, and others assembled 
as witnesses. Two dies, one bear 
ing the impression to be stamped 
upon the obverse face and the other the re- 
verse, and the only pair in existence, were al- 
ready in place. foreman Albers Downing 
placed one of the blank planchets in the re- 
ceiver and grasped the lever which raises the 
lower die, while Edwin Cliff, his assistant, 
stood at the balance wheel. Unfortunately 
the first attempt waa a failure—a little flaw 
caused the coin’s rejection. 

The next attempt was made more carefully, 
for the reputation of the coiners was at stake, 
and they had reso'ved that the first sou- 
venir of the Exposition should be a 
marvel of perfection and beauty. The 
planchet, before being accepted, was examined 
‘under the microscope and found without a 
blemish. For the second time the two work- 
men turned the press by hand, while the spec- 
tators waited in suspense. Again the coin was 
lifted from the face of the steel die and crit- 
ically examined by Coiner Steele, Engraver 
Barber, and the Superintendent, Bosbyshell. 

- Every line was sharply defined, and the strong 

. features of the discoverer of America, which 
adorn the face of the coin, seemed to look ap- 
provingly on the work. Columbus himself 
could not have done better, and Uncle Sam’s 
reputation as an artist was vindicated. 

Jardboard boxes had been prepared for the 


rece mn .of the coins, nuch like those in 
whi ille are sold. No finger twuched the 
first of the souvenirs, but plyers gently 


clutched it by the rim and conveyed

FLOODED WITHWATER 
THE “ROOKERY” DAMAGED BY A 
BURST WATER PIPE. 


Excavation Made on Adams Street by the 
Edison Company Causes the Connection 
of a Fire Hydrant to Break With Disas- 
trous Results—Narrow Escape from 
Drowning by an Adventurous Young 
Man—Elevator Service Crippled and 
Electric Lights Put Out. 


In addition to the safety lamp, balancing pole, 
alpen stock, compass, and helmet, said to be 
a necessary outfit for a Chicago business-man 
who hopes to make his way down-town safely 
these mornings, it now seems that a cork life- 
preserver alsoisdesirable. Owing to the break- 
age of the fire hydrant at the southeast cor- 
ner of Adamsand La Salle streets at 3 o’clock 
yesterday morning the adjacent streets and 
cellars were flooded with water, travel was in- 
terrupted, a great crowd of people collected, 
and one young man came near being 
drowned, 

It was 4 o’clock in the mornmg when the 
night engineer on duty in the basement of the 
Rookery Building was surprised at the sud- 
den rush of water along the floor of the en- 
gine-room. He called the watchman and they 
traced the water to the street. Within a short 
time Officer Johnson notified the Central Sta- 
tionof theaccident. From there theinforma: 
tion was telephoned to the West Thirteenth 
Street Station, and an officer was sent to the 
house of James Graham, the foreman of wa- 
ter-pipe extension. The news reached him at 
6:30 o’clock. He collected a gang of men and 
took them to the scene of the trouble. They 
were at work there by 8:30 o’clock. 

The accident was the result of the excava- 
tions lately made on Adams street by the Ed- 
ison company. In view of the location of its 
new plant at Harrison street and the river it 
is connecting that point with ite present piant 
on Adams street. The company began two 
weeks ago to dig an enormous trench along 
the south side of Adams street from the front 
of its plant to Fifth avenue, and thence south- 
ward. The trench, being about ten feet wide 
and as many deep, is the most dangerous pit 
ever dug in the streets of Chicago. 

This pit displayed a network of gas pipes, 
water pipes, and electric conductors. The 
new conductors were placed under them all. 
But there were two older conductors which 
ran higher up and rested on the stem pipe 
leading from the sixteen-inch water main to 
the tire hydrant, and it was these that made 
the trouble. 

All of these 
have been solidly blocked up before the trench 
was filled, but it seems that this work was neg- 
lected. The consequence was that when the 
dirt had been thrown into the ditch and the 
rains of last week had fallen on it it settied 
suddenly and caused the two old conductors 
to sag, and with such force that they snapped 
the stem pipe in two places.. 

Subterranean Rivers. 

The escave of the six-inch stream of water 
naturally did some damage. It penetrated 
the earth in every direction, producing 4 
numoer of subterranean rivera that it was 
dangerous to walk over. ‘Then, rising to the 
surtace, it flooded the south half of Adams 
street to the depth of six or eight inches. 
Meanwhile the basin, in which the hydrant 
stands was filled, and the water spurting from 
under its iron cover, flooded the sidewalks, 

Ouamanhole in the middie of La Salle 
street at 9 o’clock stood a youngman, To 
improve his point of view he stepped off the 
manhole on what looked like frozen ground; 
but he stepped into treezing water up to his 

waist, andif he had not caught the of 
the manhole with his hands as he went down 
he might have been drowned. As it was, he 
clam bered out and hastened away to escape 
the ridicule of the crowd. 

When Mr. Graham and hia men arrived 
they shut off the water. There are three 
water mains on Adams street, a ten-inch main 
ou the north side, and a twelve-inch and a six- 
teen inch main, one under the other, on the 
south side. 

In their excitement the workmen shut off the 
water in all three of them and came near do- 
ing more damage in that way than the flood 
was doing. The Edison plant gets its water 
from the 10-inch main on the north side of the 
street, and when its water was shut off without 
notice there was danger that every one of its 
boilers would explode. The engineer, how- 
ever, discovered what had happened and pre 
vented the explosion by raking the fire out of 
his furnaces, and as there was no water to aid 
in extinguishing the coals, this was quite.a 
narrow escape. As it was, the plant had 
shut down from 7:40to 8:20 o’clock, and leave 
its 5,000 patrons without light or power. 

Every event has its ludicious feature. The 
patrons of the Edison company were dismayed 
at the shutting off of their light and power. 
Most of them anpeared breathless at the coim- 
pany’s office to know what was the matter. 
But foremost among them were fifty persons 
holding handfuls of greenbacks in the air. 
They were a lot of delinquents who thought 
that their electricity had been shut off because 
they had not paid their bills. They siammed 
their currency down on the counter, uttered a 
volley of ones and begged that their light 
and power might be turned on at once. Their 
money was all raked in-and then they were 
told how it all happened. 

Gas Mains Injured. 

When Foreman Graham’s gang had dug 
down to the broken stem-pipe removed 
the two conductors that broke it it sagged 
still further, and stopped in front of the open- 
ing into the main, so that to put in another 
stem-pipe was impossible, first remedy 
thought of was to insert a stem-pipe with a 
jog in it that would avoid the conductors; but 
the space between the main and the conductors 
was too small forthat, The only other thing that 
could be done was to remove the earth over 
the conductors for twenty feet both ways and 
then raise them out of the way. But this 
would be a good day’s work. In the mean- 
while the gas mains had been injured also, 
and were leaking so badly that several of the 
men working in the pit fasted and had to be 
lifted out. Moreover, the gas was so thick 
that no light could be used for fear of an ex- 
plosion. The work therefore had to be en- 
tirely abandoned at 5 o’clock until today, 
Foreman Graham said that there was no tell- 
ing when the repairs could be finished. 

e excavation in its present condition is 
such a serious menace to street-car traffic that 
the starter was warned last night to take his 
cars off, as every car that passed the ditch was 
in danger of toppling into if. 

The greatest damage and inconvenience 
from the broken water-pipe was experienced 
in the basement of the Rookery Building. At 
4 o0’clock the water began pouring in, and, 
although al] the sewer-traps were open and 
the pumps put to work, the water gained on 
the engineer until it stoud fourteen inches 
deep in the boiler-room and ten inches in the 
engine-room. The flywheels of the two bi 
300-horse-power engines run in vaults, pe 
these were soon filled with water, causing the 
engineer to stop the engines and rely ou one 
eighty-horee-power engine which runs a dy- 
namo of 800-light capacity. This gave ten- 
ants a partial supply of light, ana, as the day 
was light and the damage was repaired before 
dark, the tenants escaped much inconven- 
ience from that score. 

The elevator service was badly crippled dur- 
ing the day also. The service was not entirely 
abandon at any time, though from 9 
o’clock until 11:30 there was only one elevator 
running for the 3,000 tenants of the build- 
ing. 

An engine was sent over by the Fire depart- 
ment and it was kept at work from 9 o’clock 
until 2. Engineer Gillespie will have a tranch 
dug under the floor of the basement and con- 
nected with the pumps for future con- 
tingencies.

An Appreciative Audience Listens te the 
Chicago Orchestra’s Performance, 

It was an evening of rare musical enjoy- 

ment at the concert by the Chicago Orchestra 


whose works have become classic. 
rifying bugaboo, “classical mus seems 
to have lost its old tame power to affright the 
public, however, for an audience gratifyingly 
large and deeply appreciative sat through the 
entire program and, if applause may 


be considered indicative, enjoyed it 
keenly. Bach’s Sonata in F minor,

MOVEMENT AGAINST STRAW BAIL. 


Mayor Washburne Asked to Correct the 
Police Justices—Evils of the System. 

Mayor Washburne has been asked again to 
correct his Police Justices. The particular 
evil sought to be reformed is that of accepting 
straw or worthless bail. The request for cor- 
rection comes from the City Law Department, 
whose officers claim to be handicapped by the 
loose methods of Justices. Mayor Washburne 


and Chief of Police McClaughry will confer on 
the subject, and as the latter favors the reform 
the letter of correction asked for by City 
Prosecutor Dibble will probably be sent out

The letter from the Law Department 
asks that instruction be given on two points. 
It calis attention to the fact that 
Justices are too liberal in  accept- 
ing sureties on special bail bonds. Offenders 
do not appear when the cases are called, and 
a forfeiture of the bond resultein showing 
that the security is worthless, Assistant Pros- 
ecutor Lynch, who had charge of the matter, 
has in his desk twenty letters written to sure- 
ties whose bonds have been forfeited. These 
letters were sent to the persons appearing in 
the bonds, but in each case the postoflice au- 
thorities returned them, having been unable 
to find the men. Mr. Dibble asks that the 
Justices be instructed to require sureties to 
schedule, or at least offer evidence that they 
are responsible. He further requests that 
Mayor Washburne direct the police to arrest 
principals who have been fined in default of 
appearance and whose sureties are worthless. 
A list of forty names of offenders of this class 
has been furnished the Mayvr, and the Law 
Department asks the Mayor to have the de- 
fendants committed tothe brideweil in default 
of paymeut. ; 

Chief McClaughry, who has Mr. Dibble’s 
letter, says he will call the Maycr’s attention 
to the subject at once. He favors the request 
made by the Law Department, and says he 
will recommend it tothe Mayor’s consider 

ation. 


SANITATION FOR DRAINAGE CAMPS. 


Propositions Reteived to Care for the 
Health of Laborers on the Canal. 
The Health and Public Order committee of 


the Drainage Board met yesterday with the 
contractors now at work upon the construc- 
tion of the drainage channel. The confer- 
ence was held to consider the proper sanita- 
tion of the camps, and to provide hospitals 
and medical attendance -for laborers. Two 
propositions were made—one by Dr. Nicholas 
Re, on behalf of the Chicago Medical and 
Surgical Association, and the other by B, A. 
Scott for the United States Benefit company. 
The propositions contemplate the establish- 
ment of a central hospital with emergency 
branches at different points along the canal. 
Dr. Ke offered to do the work for 50 cents a 
month for each laborer, allowing the con- 
tractor 10 per cent off for collection, The 
proposition of the United States Benefit com- 
pany was 75 cents a month for each laborer. 
Mason, Hoge & Co. are the only contractors 
who make any attempt at present to give their 
men medical attendance. They have a medi- 
cal department and a physician, and charge 
their men 50 cents a month for the service. 
Contractor A. McCarthy was appointed to 
investigate the claims of bidders. 

The special committee to select a board of 
consulting expert engineers held a session 
yesterday, but came to no conclusion. Five 
or six names are before the comrnittee and it 
is expected that a selection will be reported to 
the board at its meeting Wednesday.

Hatred of Workmen for Detectives.

Richard Powers said he was a vessel dis- 
patcher. He played a part in the famous 
strike of 1877, which was believed to have origi- 
nated in Pittsburg. He did not think the 
Pinkertons had much to do with the dispute. 
He also recalled that the name of the State 
militia was as obnoxivus to the men as is the 
naine of Pinkerton to-day. The regular troops 
also came into Chicago, and it was a curious 
instance of the feeling of the people toward 
the regulars, as compared with the iilitia. 
that every order given by the commander of 
the troops, Gen, Sheridan, was obeyed with- 
out murmur or complaint. The irritation 
caused hy the State soldiers at once disap- 
peared. 

Mr. Powers came to the great strike 
at the Stock-Yards in 1879. Twonty thousand 
people were outof employment, The Pinker- 
ton men were brought in and 200 of them 
paraded the yards. Ihe result was that the 
strike was prolonged, But for the presence 
of the Pinkertons he believed the strike would 
have been settled in a short time by arbitra- 
tion. 

“* What is the objection to the Pinkertons 
on the part of the workers?’ asked Senator 
Gallinger. 

** Firat,”’ answered the witness, ‘‘95 per 
cent of them are aliens; second, they are of 
the criminal class; third, they are nen who 
cannot be believed under oath.”’ 

The witness admitted thr* he spoke without 
personal knowledge, but he believed his state- 
ment was accurate. He wasin favor of arbi- 
tration by law or by voluntary effort. He ex- 
pressed the opinion that there was not a labor 
organization in.the country in which Pinker- 
ton men are not employed as spies. Their 
presence was detrimental to the welfare of 
both worker and employer he thought. 

‘* What, in your opinion, led up to the strike 
at Homestead ?”’ 
**From information I have received from 
two members of the Homestead Relief Com- 
mission, Coyle and Norinan, the cause of the 
strike was a refusal on the part of the un- 
skilled laborers to accede to a reduction in 
their wages of 17 per cent, a reduction which 
would have brought the average of the class 
down to $1.33 a day. The high-priced men 
caine to the conclusion that this was aimed at 
them, and therefore they went out in sympathy 
with the poorer paid. Some threats made by 
Frick, he said, had as muchto do with the 
strike as anything else. He believed he would 
have advised the strike had he been in the 
councils of the workers, 
** IT believe you have been through the mili 
vanes Senator,’’ said Mr. Powers, as he re- 
tired. 
“Yes,”” said Senator Gallinger, “I was 
once on a strike. I considered it a just one.’’ 
Told There Was No Danger. 
Supt. F. Murray of the Pinkerton agency 
supplied the committee with a list of the 
124 men sent to Homestead.

St. Augustine, forty miles from E] Paso, is 
another favored t.wn. Albuquerque is nearly 
as good. These place# have an altitude of 
feet and are protec against the 
winds hy mountain chains. The 
dryness of the atmosphere is wonder- 
ful. In twenty-eight months the aver. 
age rainfali was one and three fourths 
inches. No dryer climate is accessible any- 
where. Santa 6, Las Vegas, and Springer 
are the places to be remembered by consump- 
tives. I know many persons who have gone 
down there on and in a few months they 
were almost well and able to work. Plenty of 
overnmeat land can betakea up. One tract, 
89 by 160 miles in extent, remains uninhab- 
ited. I was simply astounded at the immens- 
ity of America, I will investigate the Cana.

Five Persons Killed in a Cyclone—Trains 
in the West Delayed and Wires Down, 
Evrexa Springs, Ark., Nov. 19.—A cyclone 
struck Harrison, near here, Thursday night, 
killing five residents and wounding many 
others.

The Inter-State Commerce cases against 
the Swifts, Spriggs, Eganfall, and Timenich 
will be called for trial in the United States 
District Court before Judge Bunn early this 
week. Attorney A. G. Safford, counsel of the 
Inter-State Commissioners, arrived in this city 
yesterday morning to assist in the prosecution 
of the cases. He was met by Special Agent 
Frank Kretschman of the Inter-State Com- 


merce Commission, and the two men went at 


once to the Federal Building, where they held 
a conference with District Attorney Milchrist. 

The interest attaching to the cases arises 
partly from the fact that the Counselman de- 
cision will show its effect upon all prosecu- 
tions under the Inter-State law. The decision 
upheld Mr. Counselman in refusing to answer 
questions which might have a tendency to 
criminate him; ana the actual result of the 
decision will be to make it practically impos- 
sible to get evidence enough to secure @ con- 
viction under the law in its anti-rebate as- 
pect. 

-The presence of Mr. Safford in the city 
leads to the belief that the Inter-State Com- 
mission intends to make a gaining or losing 
test case of the indictments now pending. It 
is pretty certain that Judge Bunn will have to 
- make the rulings which will practically de- 
termine whether or nct any more attempts 
gall be made to secure convictions = for viola- 
tions of the long and short haul clause and 
for discrimination.

MINERS BURIED ALIVE BY A CAVE-IN. 


Two Have a Narrow Escape, While Eight 
Are Still Inside, but Unhart. 

Porrsvitie, Pa., Nov. 19.—Everything was 
moving along as usual in the Hazel Dell cel- 
liery this morning, and, outside of a little 
more water than usual, no signs of danger 
were visible until 10 o’clock, when a cracking 
in the roof of the mine was "heard and the few 
pillars remaining in that part of the mine 
started to run, Before the miners coulda 
reach places of satety the roof fell in. 
Narrow ea were made by Ira Rothermel 
and bis son lliam, who were employed as 
miners in the Hagel Dell works. The former 
had a leg broken and is otherwise injured, 
while his son is badly battered. They say 
that shortly before 10° o’clock they fired a 
rather heavy shot which started a pillar of 
coal running and at the same time started 
a large body of water which had 
accumulated in a breach from 
yesterday’s storm. As the pillar 
ran and the water forced itself ES it 
brought the roof with it, and at the same time 
came in so great a volume that it washed 
Rothermel and his son 100 yards to the mouth 
of the drainage tunnel, at which point they 
were rescued, The only’ exit from the part of 
the workings where the cave-in occurred is 
at the point where the fall occurred, and as 
the mammoth vein is 45 feet thick and 
about 300 feet from the surface it was calcu- 
lated there were .700 feet of coal to be cut 
through before the men could be reached. The 
removal of 3,000,000 tons of coa) and earth 
was therefore necessary. The operators and 
bosses began the task and turned the streams 
of water used in washing the coal into the 
cave with the hope of washing away the bar- 
rier which inclosed in a livihg tomb eight 
precious lives. The list of the entombed men 
is as follows: John Ketman Jr., driver boy; 
Robert Stahler, miner; John Ryan, miner; 
Alien Hoffman, miner; Henry Martin, miner; 
Frank Ryan, door-boy; Thomas McDonald, 
miner; a Polander, single, name not known. 
All resided at Centralia and the deepest 
gloom prevailed all over the little town. This 
gloom was turned to the wildest kind of joy 
shortly befure 4 o’clock by the annozuncement 
from the mine that the washing away of coal 
and dirt had progressed so rapidly that the 
rescuers had been enabled to communicate 
with the imprisoned men, The driver boy, 
Ketman, acting as spokesman, announced 
that all were uninjured and weil and waiting 
for rescue. They. were shut upin a cave-in 
and to this fact is’ due their. escape from in- 
stant death. 

At 4 o’clock an opening had been started. 
As soon as the opening had been cut through 
John Ryan, uninjured, crawled out. Soon 
after another of the entombed crawled out 
until at nightfall but two remained. John 
Chapman Jr. and Robert Stanler, the former 
being badjy injured about the body and the 
latter having a leg broken. They will, how- 
ever, be taken out durmg the night if no accr- 
dent occurs. Later this afternoon Ira Rothei- 
mel, who, with his sou William, was rescued 
shortly after the cave-in occurred, died from 
his injuries. 


NEW ORLEANS COTTON MARKET RISING. 


Prices Spurt Up Thirty-eight Points—Due 
to Short Contracts. 

New Orveans, La., Nov. 19.—| Special. |— 
The local future cotton market took another 
upward spurt this forenoon, and af noon to- 
day was higher than it has been this year. 
January closed yesterday at 8.75, and was up 
twenty-three points at 9:30 0 ’slock this morn- 
ing, and at 12 o’clock was quoted at 9.13, an 
advance of thirty-eight points over yesterday’ 8 
closing. The rise is said to be due to a 
feeling that the people who are short on 
contracts are beginning to realize that they 
may be called on ‘to deiiver the cotton, and it 
is claimed that they will be unable to pro- 
duce. The moxement was also aided by a re- 

rted compro.nise proposed concerning the 
Lenateiles strike by which three-fourths of 
the cotton spindles in England that haxe been 
idle will resume. The local cotton in sight 
for the next few days is thought to be 110,000 
to 114,000 bales, which is .auch shorter than 
expected. This fact also contributes to the 
rise of today. 

VicxsBuRG, Miss,, Nov. 19.—All the facts 
obtainable concerning the cotton crop in this 
State and North Louisiana are unfavorable. 
A shorter yield is almost universally reported. 
The most conservative estimate Mississippi’s 
crop at half that of last year or two- 
thirds of an average crop which would place 
it under 700,000 baies. There is no reason to 
suppose that it is being held back; on the 
contrary, it is being marketed freely. Pick- 
ing is practically completed in the uplands ; 
in the lowlands there is a little cotton in 
the fields. The ehrinkage on _  indi- 
vidual plantations unaffected by over- 
flow is starting. Up to September 
both this year and last year the indications 
pointed to a short crop. A phenomenal top 
crop swelled the yield in 1891, and an equally 
top crop this year was annihilated by early 
frosts, followed: by heavy rains, which rolled 
the bolls. One gteat advantage of the short 
crop is that there will be no overplus next 
year and prices will be good.

PRINCETON AND YALE, 


THE TWO TEAMS. 


~—Three Tigers Only Are Superior Men, 


to Show Some New Tricks in Thursday’s 
Game, 


To the average man who follows the battles 
of the football season with rather more en- 
thusiasin than positive knowledge of affairs, 
it would seem a simple matter to compare the 
Yale and Princeton eclevens after the happen- 
ings of the last two weeks. For it seems mere- 
ly a matter of saying that the University of 
Pennsylvania beat Princeton, then Yale de- 
feated the University of Penn, therefore Yale 
will win the championship in the Thanksgiv- 
ing game with Princeton. However, this com- 
parison of scores, as I said earlier in the sea- 
son, is a most delusive although pleasing occu- 
pation, There is a good. deal more to it than 
lieson the surface, and the young man who 
wecklessly bets his allowance several months 
ahead on Yale’s running up a bigscore against 
the Princeton tigers. is liable to eschew lux- 
uries for some time to come. For despite the 
fact that the Yale team rolled up twenty-eight 
pceints on University of Penn, there is not a 
coach in New Haven who does nut believe that 
Princeton will give the dark blue team the 
hardest kind of a fight at Manhattan Field, 
and all of them predict a closer game 
than last year. Some of the reasons which 
seem to me to render of little value a compari- 
s0n on the strength of the respective games 
put up against Pennsylvania, are as follows: 
Every one who saw the two contests, Princeton at 
Manheim and Yale at Manhattan Field, say that 
Penn played a much stronger game against 
Princeton, This is partly owing to the better 
physical condition of the men and largely to the 
spirit of the team. According to one of their men 
the Philadelphia players felt that their work was 
done after whipping Princeton; they felt that 
they were sure of defeat by Yale and did not 
practice with the dash and earnestness which had 
previously marked their work. Then, too, Knipe, 
the best man they had back of the line, who 
made the greatest gains in the Priceton game, 
aid nothing at all dgainst Yale. He was very 
lame and hardly made five yards in the whole 
game. This was a heavy loss to Penn. It 1s well 
known that Penn always puts up a better game on 


her own grounds, and this has been shown for the 
last three or four years. 


Princeton’s Weakness Was Penn's Strength, 


On the other hand, the Princeton eleven has 
greatly weakened by the loss of Wheeler, the 
guard, especially since the center was Penn's 
strongest point and where they made their best 
gains. Capt. Phil King has been in poor condi- 
tion from injuries for the apeotes part of the sea- 
sun, and he could not play his usual brilliant 

ame. His aay, and retirement from the game

Considering these handicaps, Penn was only 
able to score once, through a forty-five yard kick

However. the ease with which Yale went through 
the Pennsylvania line, once for the longest run 
on record, shows the superior aggressive play of 
the Yale team. But the team which Princeton 
will line up on Thanksgiving day will be in far 
better physical condituon than it was at Manheim, 
And they will have had time to perfect their 
style of play, besides the inspiration of the final 
struggle for the championship, which always 
seems to nerve @ Princeton team up to fighting 
pitch. On the whole I should say that these 
games give Yale an advantage over Princeton, 
but far less than is popularly estimated, as 1 have 
been trying to show. 

A résumé of the work of the Princeton team 
during the season shows a greater strength than 
last year, stronger not only in defense but pre- 
senting a more varied style of aggressive play. 
The make-up is also more effective. With King 
at half back Princeton is 25 per cent stronger 
back of the line, and this change from quarter 
back does not weaken the plucky Captain’s use- 
fulness in defensive play, because be is such an 
active man and bas an a uick to detect the 
coming play of the oppos side on the instant.

Interesting Developments Promised as the 
_- Result of Excessive Damages Allowed 
Him for Property Condemned for the 
Use of the Drainage Canal—Cullerton’s 
Conflicting Statements—Affidavits Upon 
Which the Investigation Will Be Pur- 
sued—Facts Possessed by Attorneys.

fhe land owned by Cullerton was th'rty 
‘acres, bought by him from Piper shortly before 

the route of the canal was made known to the 
public. During the hearmg Cullerton testified 
under oath that he paid $8,700 tor twenty-three 
acres of the land, but the other seven being 
mnder water he paid nothing for it. 
. On cross-examination, in answer to the ques- 
ion of how much he paid per acre, he said 
‘$250. Judge Gary pointed out the fact that 
at $250 an acre, even though that price was 
‘paid for the entire thirty acres, it would not 
‘require so large a sum as $8,700, and asked 
‘Mr. Cullerton for an .explanation of his con- 
flicting statements. This the witness was un- 
able to satisfactorily do. 
’ Charles Piper, who-was co-defendant with 
Cullerton, swore that Cullerton paid him $150 
‘gn acre for the land, but on cross-examination 
-gaid that he himself had only paid $150 an 
_« +fere for the land. 
; Amount Awarded Cullerton. 

The jury, after being out twenty-four hours, 
awarded to Cullerton $206 an acre for his 
land and Piper got $400 an acre for part of his 
‘and $200 for the remainder. 

- For land directly across from the Cullerton 
tract, and which is acknowledged to be better 
‘land, another jury allowed the owner only $150 
an acre, while for land adjoining the Piper 
tract $60 an acre was awarded. 

Thé award was so excessive that the attor- 
neys for the board thought they smelt

Distiller Woolner Has Completed His 
Plans—Will Begin at Once.

Armor Pliates for the Cruiser Terror. - 
BETHLEHEM, Pa., Nov. 19.—Eight curved armor 
plates tor the turrets of the cruiser Terror, now 
building at the Brooklyn navy-yard, have been 
shipped from the Bethlehem iron works. The 
Terror’s two turrets will consist of five plates 
each, of a total weight of 219,000 pounds, and 
diameter of 24 feet 44% inches. Port plates, each 
of which contains the port holes through which 
oe ae will protrude, will be sent shortly.

Imperial Federation Project. 

Here in England the Imperial Federation 
League has at last formulated the details of a 
plan for its mighty project, and such few com- 
ments as have been passed on it are quite 
favorable. The difficulty is, however, to get 
anybody to read the thing, much less to dis- 
cuss it. There may bea deep and fervent 
yearning in the English breast to consolidate 
the empire, but it is disguised with masterly 
skill. Noother conceivable subject can set 
the average Briton to yawning like imperial 
federation. 

The big national convention of this week in 
Dublin did notdo anything startling, but it 
at least got together more representative 
Irishmen from all parts of the island than has 
been assembled before in our time, and it 
made clear that there is going to be no return 
either to the dictat rship of one man or the 
rule of a little self-chosen group in Irish na- 
tional affairs. Delegates comparing notes 
grew alarmed at the evidence of widespread 
agricultural failure, and separated with a gen- 
eral conviction that this is going to be the 
worst winter since 1879. 

Black Outlook for Ireland. 

The story is very sitnpie. There were ex- 
cellent crops and the continued rains through 
harvest destroyed them. The cry of wolf has 
been raised so often during other autuinns 
that it requires nut more than the ordinary 
proof to cenvince the outer world of Ireland’s 
necessity. But I am assurea that the outlook 
is really blacker than anybody dreamed 
of a month ago.

new year there is going to be a greater volume 
of plain talk from the Radical benches than 
Westminster ever heard before.

There are already vast libraries of blue books 
of commission reports on scores of crying 
abuses which have never been read, much 
less acted upon. The time is now ripe 
for deeds, not useless inquiries. Everybody 
knows what needs be done, that it is simply 
giving the entire radical position away to be- 
gin at this late day the farce of protracted 
and resultless investigations. “The policy of 
temporizing delay might be defended on 
strategic grounds, if it could be said that a 
more active course would alienate the Irish 
allies. y 3 

But the truth is that the Ifish contingent 
cordially sympathize with the most advanced 
section of English Radicals, and are eager to 
see the whole London program einbodied in 
legislation. There is really nobody respon- 
sible for the timid, halting do-nothingness 
suspected in the Cabinet vutside a small 
group of ,titled and landed Whigs and the 
solid body of members who see everything 
through coils of red tape. 


Against Lawyers for Parliament. 

It is an interesting sign of the times that the 
Liberal caucus shows that one after another 
the London constituencies are adopting the 
rule that no lawyer can be considered as a 
possible Parliamentary candidate. It has 
taken the English Democracy along time to 
realize that where they have a magnificently 
salaried appointive judiciary to which every 
lawyer in politics aspires thuse lawyers pay vast- 
ly more attention to ingratiating themseives 
with ministerial chiefs than studying the 
wants of their constituents. So the watch- 
word is passing through London to exclude 
lawyers and the echoes of it are already heard 
in the provincial strongholds of liberalism. 
It is something’ to have shaken to this small 
extent the strange, rock-rooted, singular no- 
tion that the whole world sits up nights to 
envy England its bench and bar, 

Renewed Interest in Egyptology. 
Recently Egyptology has taken a new and 
curious turn. The center of interest in exca- 
vations has shifted abruptly from the ancient 
Pharaohs to discoveries being made ia Upper 
Egypt of early Christian documents, many of 
which reveal things supposed to have been 
irretrievably lost in the Moslem conquest. In 
the Preussische Jarbuch for January Prof. 
Harnack prints an exhaustive account of 
three of these, the most striking of 
which will be the “Gospel according 
to St. Peter,’’ a narrative which the Syria 
churches were using in the second century as 
inspired thought and wnaich was afterward 
condemned as agnostic. It was ascribed to 
St. Peter, as the other guspels were imputed 
to nis associates, Matthew and John. Another 
is the *“‘ Revelation of Peter,’’ much resem- 
bling the Avocalypse, which was also regarded 
as scriptural in the second century, and 
quoted by Clement of Alexandria. These 
hoery monuments of the earliest Christian 
period, rejected when the scripture canon 
was formed and then lost, create the liveliest 
interest among schulars and historians, 

A Kangaroo That Boxes. 
‘The British stage has been both enriched 
and enlivened by the advent of a voxing kan- 
garoo, a brute named “John L.,”’ which stands 
seven feet in its socks and boxes five fierce 
rounds with its keeper arnid the howls of the 
delighted audience.

Instead of Mourning for His Father He 
Enjoyed Himself—Rumored Action of 
the Queen as to the Late Duke’s Relict 
—Why Mr. Gladstone Could Not Go to 
See the Queen—Many Dinners to Mone- 
tary Conference Delegates—-A Ghost 
Which Did Not Come on Time.

—The new Duke of Marlborough, who came 
of age just in time to step into his father’s 
shoes, is a kind of young man always accus- 
tomed to having his own way. He is passion- 
ately fond of riding, and does not allow 
such a hittle’ thing as the death of 
his father to interfere with his amusement, 
While the the post-mortem on his father was 
being held and the doctors were at work over 
the body he had the late Duke’s favorite 
hunter broyght out of the stables and rode ail 
over the place in a suit of tweed, yellow leath- 
er boots, anda cricketing cap, father a curi 
ous mourning costume for the yet unburied 
father. The Duke and his American step- 
mother are not on the vest of terms. and the 
Duchess will leave Blenheim at once. 

It is reported that the Queen intends to 
raise the Marchioness of Blandford, mother of 
the new Duke, to the rank of Duchess, which 
will not only deprive the ‘* American 
Duchess”’ of her precedence at court, but 


would also be equivalent to a _ kind 
of informal nullification of her wmar- 
riage by the Queen, thus placing 


herin an invidious position. The Hamilton 
family, to which the Marchioness of Bland- 
furd belongs, has immense influence at court, 
and every member of it is doing his best to 
get thisdone. The “ American Duchess ”’ is 
extremely popular with the tenantry on ac- 
count of her benefactions, whereas the Hamil- 
ton family, one and all, have an ineradicable 
strain of meanness in them, which has w n 
for them the nickname of “ The Hungry Ham- 
iltons.”’ 
Conclusion of the Cabinet Councils. 

The series of Cabinet councils at which the 
program for next session has been mapped 
out has come to a svecessful conclusion. 
Ministers have agreed upon the main princi- 
ples of the Home Rule bill, having surmounted 
difficulties which even the Liberals themselves 
feared might cause a ministerial crisis. This 
has greatly strengthened the party at large, 
and brightens the prospect for home rule. Mr. 
Gladstone will return to Hawarden next week 
and will remain there until after Christmas. 
He was invited to Windsor today, but begged 
the Queen to relieve him of the command to 
visit her for a few days. 

This has greatly angered her Majesty. Mr. 
G'adstone says that his physicians advise hin 
that tne Thames valley is too damp and re- 
laxing for his constitution. The Queen, how- 
ever, when she sends a command means it 
literally, and though she has consented to re- 
ceive Mr. Gladstone Tuesday his excuse in 
view cf the indifferent relations already ex- 
isting between her Majesty and the first min- 
ister of the crown is certain to rankle in the 
royal mind. 

Trip of the Queen to Balmoral. 

The Queen went from Balmoral to Windsor 
Castle Friday last and the usuai precautions 
for safety on the railway journey were taken. 
The entire line was cleared and a pilot engine 
went in front of the special train which bore 
her Majesty. All the stations were closed to 
the public as usual, and for half an hour after 
the passage of the’royal train all -tratfie was 
stopped. The Queen travels in a car 
lined with light colored satin which 
contains one bedroom. During her residence 
at Windsor Castle her Majesty will entertain a 
regular series of guests, whv will dine and 
sleep there. The parties will begin tomorrow 
and continue till Dee. 12. 

Considered the Release of Dynamiters, 

The most critical question for the considera- 
tion of the Cabinet was the release of the 
dynamiters. Not only is a section of the Cabi- 
net opposed to an amnesty but public feeling 
in England is actively hostile to the proposals. 
The recent dynamite outrages in Paris 


have increased this feeling and the only 
ground on which any of the dyna- 
miters are likely to be releused

It 
would have been my preference not to have 
returned to the tabernacle at all, but inasmuch 
as I have been invited, mot by the officers 
alone, but by the entire congregation by a 
rising vote in one of the largest meetings ever 
held in the tabernacle dpring my stay, I felt 
that I had been invited by the church as a 
whole, and that having given my word to re- 
turn to them for a time, it be 
longed to them to release me, and I had 
no right to withdraw. In fact, n». party could 
release me but the party Who invited me, and 
even though there might be considerable 
minority I: preferred that the arrangement 
should be canceled. I bad no power honor- 
ably to withdraw in the absence of action on 
the part of those who had invited ine. I have 
tuld you the whole truth, as if you were my 
own brother, and you are the first man to 
whom I have intrusted this statement.”

WILL BE REOEIVED, 


Parties in the Reichstag Divided, but the 
Government Hopes for a Majority — 
Quarrel Between the Kaiser and the 
King of Saxony — People in Baden 


Unless It Has Been Examined Since Its 
Importation.

Berwin, Nov. 19.—The Reichstag will open 
Tuesday with the party groups in such a state 
of variance that it would ‘be futile to attempt 
to predict how they will ultimately rearrange 
themselves, The Centrists are in the mean- 
time split into two sections, one of which is 
uncompromisingly opposed to the army bill, 
while the other will cpenly support the gov- 
ernment if it can obtain concessions widening 
the Catholic privileges. The Conservatives 
are lukewarm over the army bill, and they 
will require skillful ministerial heading to in- 
duce them to support it with the whole 
strength of the group. ‘Che Polish groupcon- 
tinues to hesitate in its allegiance to the gov- 
ernment. Only the Reichstag party will go 
solid with the whole branch with Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi. The Emperor’s speech 
opening the Reichstag and the subsequent 
statement of the Chancellur on the new loans 
to cover the military expenditures will be the 
earliest factors in regulating the positions of 
the groups, 

The boerse holds it a forgone conclusion 
that the loans will be issued at 3 per cent. 
Whatever adverse criticism the army project 
nay receive in the Reichstag Gerinan bankers 
and members of the boerse are ready to fully 
cover the loans. The biil is certain to pass its 
first stage in the Huuse and will then be re- 
ferrea to a Gommiftee.

The Saxon King Will Defend Bismarck. 

A sensation has been caused by the abrupt 
depacture of the King of Saxony from Pots- 
dam, where he was visiting Emperor William. 
The sudden ending of the visit caused a report 
to be circulated that the Empervur and the 
King had quarreled over the army measure. 
Some sudden rupture did undoubtedly occur 
between the sovereigns, but as the Government 
of Saxony some time ago assented to the mili- 
tary reorganization the rupture could not 
heave happened over the army bill. 

Members of the diplomatic circle credit 
another report which has it that the difference 
arose over the Emperor’s proposing to prose- 
cute Prince Bismarck, whose latest revelations 
as to huw besprecipitated war with Francs by 
falsifyin fanocus Ems dispatch are felt 
in il arte to justify any measure that 
may be adu to silence him. The King of 
Saxony, itis said, nut only opposed Prince 
Bismarck’s prosecution but urged the Em- 

peror to make the first advance towards a rec- 
onciliation with Bismarck. 

Whatever occurred, it is a fact that after 
thé private conference, which lasted two hours, 
between the monarchs, the King of Saxony 
cut short his visit, made a brief call on the 
Chancellor and quitted Berlin without any 
court official doing the usual honor of accom- 
panying him to the railway station. The Em- 
peror, who had received him at the station in 
full uniform and surtounded 
his household, entirely ignored his de- 
parture. The incident will not abate the 
determination of the King of Saxony to pre- 
yent the Emperor from prosecuting Bis. 
marck, 

Grand Duke Viadimir’s Recall. 

Grand Duke Viadimir of Russia, who has 
been hunting with the Emperor at Goerhae, 
was suddenly recalled to Paris tonight by 
news of the illness of his wife. He did not 
return to Potsdam to bid farewell to the Em- 
peror, but proceeded by a direct train for Paris. 
His visit, though it had no special political 
object, has significance when coupled with 
the Czarowitz’s reception by Emperor Francis 
Joseph, as it proves that more friendly re- 
lations exist between the Imperial families of 
Germany, Austria, and Russia. 

Negotiations Not Entirely Off. 
The failure of the negotiations for a com- 
mercial treaty with Russia is not final. The 
St. Petersburg Bourse Gazette today says that 
Russia, thought unable to sacrifice her coal 
and iron trades in exchange for a reduction in 
the German corn duties, will resume negotia- 
tions on more favorable economic lines. If 
the German Government did not oppose Rus- 
sia’s obtaining a loan in Germany it would 
render the St. Petersburg Treasufy an essen- 
tial service. The Gazette illogically concludes 
that the loan has nothing to do with the com- 
mercial treaty, though everybody knows that 
improved trade relations are closely associated 
with facilities for Russian lvans. 
Socialist Congress Actions. © 

The Socialist congress this forenoon quietly 
disposed of all the amendments to the party 
program by passing to’ the order of the day. 
Throughout the congress the Reds and the 
Acarchists have been unheard. Many of the 
country delegates seized the occasion to bring 
their wives to Berlin, and have done much 
sightseeing with their families. This proba- 
bly assisted to make the congress the most 
peaceful gathering of Socialists ever known. 


Some of the partisans of the Ex- 
tremists, Werner and  Wildenberger, 
were among the delegates, but. they 


seemed overwhelmed by the humdrum 
character of the debate and keptsilent. To- 
day the Frankfort and Wiesbaden delegates 
asked the congress to estabiish a central 
organ of the party at Frankfort. The rejec- 
tion of the proposal by a vote of 118 to 110 
did not disturb anybody. About half the 
delegates were absent today, finishing the 
week in a festive manner. The reds use 
strong language concerning the bourgeois’ 
moderation of the membera of the congress.

The Volks Zeitung slashes the government 
right and left and, after giving an impartial 
statement of Meltzer’s case, continues by re- 
marking, in reference to the offensive observa- 
tions made by Herr von Kiderlen about Prince 
Bismarck : 

We are obliged in this matter to take the stand 
that Mr. Meltzer did not misunderstand Herr vou 
Kiderlen, although we might well believe that 
this is possible when a diplomatist does not speak 
directly.

An army of readers at the Chancel- 
lery have been busy on this for some time. 
This is a collection the effect ot which 
Caprivi holds is of high importance. ‘The 
same tactics are being pursued against other 
high personages. 

These documents Caprivi is fond of pro- 
ducing, and it must be said they fortify his 
position, and the result is that the Kaiser re- 
news his promises of personal support. The 
press cuttings are carefully prepared. They 
have, without doubt, often oouiihed the 
Kaiser from exercising his periodical strong 
desire to recall the Iron Chancellor. Thus,

Caprivi would now be happy were it not for 
the black cloud of the army bill hanging over 
him.

TOBACCO TAX NOT TO BE INCREASED, 


Conservatives, Herr Jagow Tells the Land- 
tag, Will Oppose the Reform Bill. 
Bzriin, Nov. 19.—In the Lower House of the 
Landtag today Herr Jagow said that the Con- 
servatives would oppose the taxation reform 
bill if the electoral law was amended in a 
democratic or plutocratic sense. 
Herr Richter severely criticised the pro- 
posed reform, which, he declared, amounted 
to an increase in the direct taxation.

He RFrands as False a Cabled Statement 
That He Raised a Corruption Fund,

Lowpos, Nov. 19.—|Copyright, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett.}—There is trouble in 
store for the orizinator of the statement that 
E. H. Van Ingen of the well-known firm of 
Van Ingen & Co. of New York had induced a 
number of English manufacturers to join him 
in acorruption fund to be used in insuring 
election of Cleveland. The matter is view 
in the most serious light by Mr. Van Ingen, 
who has placed it in the hands of his solicit- 
ors, Learoyd, James & Mellor. The device by 
which Mr. Van Ingen was to be entrapped 
was interesting and unique. 

A representative of a German firm of bottle 
manufacturers, who now turus out to have 
been none other than a news gatherer em- 
ployed by Dalziel’s news agency, called at Mr. 
Van Ingen’s office and desired to leave some 
money as a contribution from his firm to the 
Van Ingen election fund. The head of the 
house would not see him nor give him an ap- 
pointment for a future hour, and the maaager 
of the house declined to receive the money 
which he tried hard to leave there. Neverihe- 
less a report cabled to America and printed in 
some Republiean papers stated distinctly that 
the manager had volunteered the information 
that the sum already collected amounted to 
between $250.000 and $500,000. . 

Mr. Van Ingen was described as being most 

disturbed when the visitor’s errand was stated 
and that when pressed on the subject he had 
positively refused to deny the story. Thence 
the would-be bottle manufacturer’s represen- 
tative hastened to Col, Ochiltree and quoted 
him as having affirmed the truth of the report. 
Col. Ochiltree was credited with knowing all 
about the corruption fund; indeed, he had rea- 
son to believe that it amounted to halfa 
| million dollars. Another alleged authority on 
the question was Capt. Thompson of the 
Equitable Life, who was said to be thoroughly 
eonversant with the movements ofthe fund’s 
projectors, and in order to bolster up his other 
misstatements the writer of the dispatch 
dragged in that most convenient assistant to 
romancers—namely: the fabrications of the 
anonymeus but well known merchant who 
knows it all. 
Mr. Van Ingen’s solicitors have interviewed 
Col. Ochiltree and Capt. Thompson, who have 
both given written depositions denying the 
statements attributed to them. Col. Ochiltree 
says he never told a reporter that he knew a 
fund was in existence, but he did say he would 
not be surprised if such a thing were to come 
to light. Im fact, he put his views in black 
and white for the interviewer’s guidance, and 
this paper, which I presume is on file with the 
offenders, will no doubt be fortheoming when 
required by the stern mandate of the law.

HIGH PRAISES OF AMERICANS. 


Pleasure of the Vatican with Occurrences 
at Chicago ls Expressed. 
(Copyright, 189x, by the Associated Press. ) 

Romer, Nov, 19.—Mr. Curtis, in the name of 
the United States, has presented a letter ‘o 
Cardinal Rampolla, asking that the Pope send 
to the Chicago #xposition all the documents 
in the Vatican library relating to the United 
States. Cardinal Rampolla has promised to 
send copies of some of the documents and 
photograps of others, but it will be impossible 
to send the originals, chiefly on account of the 
susceptibilities of the Italian Government, 
which considers the Vatican and its contents 
as national property. An American is to take 
charge of the documents. 

The Holy Father has written a letter of 
felicitation and encouragement to Mrs. A. 
Starr, the President of the Queen Isabella As- 
sociation at Chicago, concerning the work of 
the World’s Fair. 

The German groups continue to pretend 
that as regards the American scholastic ques- 
tion a consequence of the mission of Mgr. 
Satolli will be that the Vatican will take a 
step backward. On the contrary, it is learned 
from a sure source that the matter is definite- 
ly settled and that the mission of Mgr. Satolli 
does not relate to the scholastic question at 
all, 

The Vatican journals reflect the lively pleas- 
ure of the Pope and Cardinals Rampolla and 
Ledochowski concerning the Chicago fétes., 
They notice with enthusiasm the sympathetic

welcome with which Mgr. Satolli has 
been houvored, These fétes, they say, 
have put a definitive seal on the 
relations of the democracy with the 


religious sentiment, The phenomenon was 
unique in the history of the world, and, say 
these representatives of Papal opinion, the 
United States has set an example of high re- 
ligious and social harmony. They have given 
to Europe alesson of wisdom and supreme 
skill in crowning the work of the Nation with 
the glory of light from on high. These same 
organs, in commenting on the vastness of 
the World’s Fair, praise Americans as they 
say “steeped in action,” yet men who 
have preserved withal freshness, generosity, 
and breadth of sentiment; who may not have 
the refined culture and softened style of the 
old civilization, but who have that vigorous 
health and admirable good sense which Bos- 
suet calls the ‘sovereign merit of the human 
race.”’ After having éulogized the address of 
Chauncey M, Depew they conclude in saying 
that ‘‘ From this fruitful alliance of democra- 
cy with Christianity will arise the future type 
of ail civilizations.” 


DYNAMITE EXPLOSION IN LISBON, 


House of the President of a Committee to 
Receive the King Wrecked, 

Lisspox, Nov. 19.—A dynamite bomb ex- 
pleded today outside the residence of Count 
Folgosa, President of a committee organized 
to give a brilliant reception to the King and 
Queen upon their return from Madrid. The 
house was damaged and all the windows were 
shattered. Nobody was hurt. The outrage 
has caused considerable excitement, and it is 
thought to be due to the friends of some of 
the men who were arrested for rioting when 
the King and Queen took their departure for 
Madrid a few days ago. There is no clew to 
the perpetrator. 


Discussing the Circulation of Copper Coins. 

Brossews, Nov. 19.—The delegates to the Inter- 
national Monetary Conference, who represent the 
Latin Union, held a meeting today to discuss the 
proposal of Italy concerning the circulation of 
copper coins within the nations belonging to the 
union with a view of remedying the inconvenience 
felt by reason of Ftaly’s lack of small coins. The 
deliberation on this subject has no bearing on the 
general conference, 


To Prosecute Violaters of Modus Vivendi. 
OTTAWA, Ont., Nov. 19.—Lord Rosebery some 
weeks ago intimated to the Canadian govern- 
ment his intention to prosecute all British sub- 
jects suspected of infraction of the modus vivendi' 
between the United States and Great Britain 
respecting Bering Sea. Yesterday a dispatch was 
received by the Governor General affirming the 
intention of the imperial authorities to proceed 
with the prosecution.

OAMMAOK SAYS OLEVELAND’S ELEO- 


While a Good Democrat He Secs Cause 
Only for Uneasiness in the Prospect— 
Tariff Smashing and Bree and Easy 
Financial Legislation He Thinks Will 
Follow Bourbon Control with Depress- 
ing Effects—-Bull Pools Checked by the 
Result—World’s Fair as # Tonic. 

New York,’ Nov, 19.—[{Special.]—An im- 

portant incident of the week, though nothing 

has so far been heard of it for the simple rea- 
son that not much is known of it, relates to 

a meeting between Jay Gould and Addison 

Cammack. Mr. Camm is as Vigorous now 

as he was a dozen years ago, and he is just as 

earnest a bear as ever he was. Mr. Cammack 
is a devoted Democrat, a Kentuckian, and all 
that, but none the less he does not hesitate 
to deciare that he sees im the re- 
sult of the election -much cause 
for bearishness. Mr. Cammack is not much 
given to idie talk. He acts, never gossips. 

He never tries to effect stock-market quota- 

taons by shrugs of a shoulder or insinuating 

conversational sneers. Sure of his position, 
he fights hard. For months past Mr. Cam- 
mack has been rather indisposed to go into 

any campaign. Indeed, in half a dozen im- 

stanves it is known that he made exceptions 

to his established rule and went in for a bull, 
going into St. Paul and in two or three of the 
industrials. The election of Mr, Cleveland has 
dampened all thesunshiny views he was inclined 
to express. Hedoes not believe that con- 
servatism, just now so sweetly preached, can 
prevail when once the Democratic legion is 
installed at Washington. Tariff revision will 
mean tariff smashing. Demagogic schemes 
in the way of auti-option laws, Farmers’ 

Alliance and granary certificates, and free 

and easy financial legislation generally are 

what this man of Wall street experience an- 
ticipates. So far Mr. Cammack has not done 
much vigorous work on the line of attack be- 
cause of this/idea, but it can be pretty safely 
depended upon that his campaign is delaying 
only for its epportunity. When that op- 
portunity arrives Mr. Cammack is likely to 
have with him or back of him the active co- 
operation of the whole Gould crowd. 

Both Take Gloomy Views. 

Jay Gould and Mr. Cammack have been 
close personal friends and business associates 
through a good many years, away back to 
Black Friday times, except that Mr. Cammack 
has never been involved in any of the schemes 
which have given to Mr. Gould the reputation 
of ruining partners. Mr, Gould, like Mr. 
Cammack, is declared to be taking a biue 
view of the financial and commercial situation 
as affected by the results of the Presidential 
campaign. The country is set back twenty 
years, he is quoted as saying. Its business 
sense has gone to the dogs, is a phrase that 
Wall street attributes to him. 

Already a number of Mr. Gould’s properties 
shows a shivering and a shrinking up tendency. 
Some of his lesser properties have a wabbly 
look that portends anything less than happi- 
ness for the investors to whom he has com- 
mitted generous reams of certificates. Most 
of the Gould-builfé ammunition has been 
spent. That much talked about scrip divi- 
dend on Western Union has finally been voted, 
and can no longer be relied upon as either a 
mystery or a raimbow to encourage specu- 
lators. Fakestories of new combinations in 
his elevated railway projects have ceased to 
be interesting, so many of the cheerful things 
having a weakness for fading out off-hand. 
Then, too, there is a business look to the lfat- 
est development in Rapid Transit plans 
brought out by the municipal commission, 
they having advanced far enough to advertise 
for bids for franchises under wmch they pro- 
pose to establish a rapid transit system 
which will really amount to something and 
largely supersede the Gould elevated. 

orge Gould, Mr. Gould’s eldest son, who 
is, businesswise, mueh closer to his father 
than anybody eise, is nearly always a bear. 

He has been brought up to see the ease with 

which railway stocks are issued, and naturally 

has absorbed the wisdom of that cynical say- 
ing set down to Addison Cammack, who, 
when some good friend protested against his 
selling stocks, said, “ Why, what else are the 

—- things printed for?” 

Just now the Gould-Cammack combination 
will mean a good deal if that combmation is 
disposed to be active and aggressive. It econ- 
trols funds to its.fullest requirements and 
under the circumstances cannot lack confi- 
dence in its opportunities. 

The Street Professes Security. 

While bear combinations ate going on, how- 
ever, the street professes to be calm and at 
éase. Generally the voice is of general assur- 
ance that everying is all right, that Mr. Cleve. 
land will not permit his administration to do 
aught that is revolutionary to any extent or in 
any way interfere with the business situation. 
Mr. Cleveland has added much to his esteem 
among business-men by the speech he made 
a couple of evetings ago at the dinner of the 
Chamber of Commerce. Along the lines of 
that speech the commercial financial in- 
terests have little to apprehend. He praetical- 
ly pledged himeelf, his administration, aud 
his party to be aiert to business interests and 
an upbuilder rather than a destroyer of vested 
rights. Political “persons not in sympathy 
with Mr. Cleveland have nevertheless been en- 
couraged by the tone of this speech, and the 
morning after its delivery there was a signifi- 
cant rally in the stock maket. 
It is hard, however, for the average Wall 
street man to shake off the fear that trade 
affairs are going to be to a greater or less ex- 
tent interfered with by tariff revisions and 
similar’schemes. There is contident talk, but 
faith is not quite as confident as it seems to 
bew are dubious times in Wall street. 
‘There is undeniable nervousness. Yet today 
the market closed for the week with a sharp 
rally. Many of the mmportant pools formed 
early this fall to put up prices, and whose 
agents were waiting only on the campaign’s 
end to go forward, are just now in rather bad 
shape. They did not lack funds, and the con- 
ditions still exist, so far as the railways are 
concerned, upon which they counted at the 
time their pools were formed. 
But this nervousness over what the next 
Congress may do—and ineidentally the proba- 
bility that that next Congress may come gal- 
loping forward in an extra session—has pros- 
trated a good many purpeses, The St. Paul 
pool is a case ia point. That pool has in its 
makeup many of the strongest men in this 
city and in Chicago. Some of these men have 
not hesitated to put their triends imto the 
stock around current prices, and have openly 
declared that St. Paul common stock eould 
be and would be put above par speedily. And 
yet the stuff droops now and the millionaires 
who were lately so confident do not seem dis- 
posed just now to talk much one way or the 
other. They want to wait and see how things 
are coming out, as they put it. 

Ana other péeopie im other stocks put the 

same idea im the same way. Im Rock Island 

there was a pool formed asstrong as that in 

St. Paul. Indeed some of the Chicago inter- 

ests interested in the latter are in the Rock 

Island pool also. Friends close to Gov. R. P. 

Flower had to do with it. But they are all 

droppy now, and even so conspicuous a leader 

im the recent political victory as Gov.

AN EPISODE AT TAIHIO. 


It Relates to Rebert Lewis Stevenson’s 
Camera and the kanakas,. 

San Francisco Call: ‘* Have you been read- 
ing Robert Louis Stevenson’s storiés of the 
South Sea Istands?”’ 

The conversation had veered from sports in 
general to dogs and bicycles in particular.

“Some time in 1889 Stevenson came down 
there in the Casco. You remember the 
schooner he left San Francisco in? The same 
one. 

“One fine day what should I see but the 
Casco sailing intp the harbor. I had the run 
of things there, and kept a whitehall on the 
beach and acrew of Kanakas pear at hand. 
I used to turn an honest penny in almost any 


way. 

“Of course I didn’t know it was the Casco 
sailing in, but I Knew from the reefs in her 
sheets and the cautious way she was coming 
a she had never sailed over the rocks be- 

ore. 

** So I got out and after her and ht he 
too, in good season. ‘ Twenty-five dollars,’ " 
says to the tall, good-looking white man 
dressed like a Kanaka who leaned over the 
bowrail and bargained with me. 

“He thought that was too much, and he 
said he guessed he’d let the Kanaka steer 


hin in. 
** * All right,’ I, ‘ but they don’t know 
the rocks coon?” Than I called out to the 


Kanakas in their own tongue that there was 
$10 in it for them if they would reef in, 

‘They had three natives on board and they 
knew their business. Inside of twenty min- 
utes the tall white nfan sang out for me to 
come aboard. The Kanakas had failed him 


badly. 

‘*Well, I went aboard and steered him in. 
‘Is there a Scotchman on this island?’ is the 
first question he put to me when we cast 
anchor. I told him there was; an old fellow 
who lived over the hills back f the station 
and had a brogue on him as thick as your 
arin. 

**Well, he wanted to see that man first of 
all. And he paid $10 for a horse and. rig to 
drive him over there. But that’s getting 
ahead of my story. 

“* Pm that man that writes books,’ he said, 
*and I want to go overtothe wiund to take 
some pictures,’ 

“* Well, ix. transferring his camera from the 
schooner into the small boat it tumbled over- 
board. You could look down in the twenty- 
fathoms of waver and see her lymg there by 
the rocks. 

.“ Stevenson was sore put out over his loss 
and showed it. That’s where he made a big 
mistake. If he’d treated the thi as a joke 
and offered the Kanakas a plug of tobacco for 
its recovery, he would have carried it ashore 
with him. 

“ But what did he do? Rie goes and gives 
the Kanakas $10 a head for it, and when two 
or three made believe totry for it and came 
up without it, Stevenson got excited. 

*** I'l give $50 for that machine,’ he says, 
and then all hope of getting it fled. The Kan- 
akas figured it out that the camera must be a 
valuable thing and that if Stevenson would 
give $50 foritthe machine would be worth 
nrore to them than the reward. 

“ Tt seems that Stevenson had but the one 
camera with him, and as the istand contained 
some choice bits of tropical scenery he hated 
to leave it without getting some photographs. 
But he went over the hilis to see his - 
man, leaving his camera, hke MeGinty, at the 
bottom of the sea. 
** No sooner was his back fairly turned than 
the Kanakas began a grand seramble for that 
camera, as though it was so much gold. Y8u 
couldn’t have twisted a lamb’s tail before they 
had it high and dry on the beach. They car- 
ried it off Yh triumph, fully expecting to sell it 
to some white man for a fortune, 
“* Three days later I bought it from them 
for a plug of nigger-head, and when Steven- 
son egme that way again I gave him his cam- 
era, none the worse for the soaki 
“That night we all had our fill of cham- 
peane on board the Casco. The next day 
tevenson made a tour inland with his phuto- 
graphing apparatus.”

At the same time eminent bankers 
in New York and Europe used their influence 
in a quiet way to work upa favorable senti- 
ment. When Secretary Foster of the Treas- 
ury Department visited London last spring 
he conferred with Chancellor Goschen and 
other eminent British financiers. ‘The out- 
come of it all was that the invitations of the 
United States met with a favorable response 
everywhere. There was some question where 
the conference should be held and Bruasels 
was ultimately fixed upon as the most avail- 
able The cholera scare delayed the 
meeting by two months, but Nov. 22 was 
finally agreed on as the day. The meetings 
will probably continue through December 
and into January.

The planta- 
tion is a large one, and was bought by his 
father in 1852, immediately after the death of 
Robert Mc Alpin. 

The cabin is 16x18 feet, nine logs high, with 
a piter roof. The whole structure is of cy- 
press, and the roof is covered with rough- 
sawn cypress borrds fastened on with nails 
made at the plantation blacksmith shop. All 
of the material 1s yet sound, and the whole 
cabin 1s intact except the flooring of the 
loft, which has been removed, although the 
beams stil remain. It has not been used for 
any vurpose for twenty-five years. It stands 
in the center of a cotton field, and the negro 
that guards: it lives im the old overseer’s 
house near by. Mr. Corley says that Chopin 
has been approached dozens of times by 
would-be purchasers, but stouftly refuses to 
sell. Corley has a five years’ lease, on a per- 
centage of receipts basis, with a privilege of 
renewal for five years. He proposes to take 
it to Europe after the World’s Fair. 

The old McAlpin residence, which so closely 
fits the description of the Legree residence in 
Mrs.Stowe’s nevel, has been partially torn away 
to make room for tie Texas and Pacific rail- 
way. Qn the plantation, surrounded by a cot- 
ton fieid, is an old Methodist chureh still used 
for religious services by the n2groes in that 
vicinity. 

It has mot been definitely settled, but the 
cabin wijl probably be placed as an independ- 
ent exhibit under the direction of the Libby 
Prison War Museum company upon forty feet 
of their ground between the prison and Grace 
Church. Mr. Manasse, who is engineering 
the deal for the Libby Prison company, said: 

“TI think that the history of the cabin is 
fairly well established, but will look into the 
matter further before closing arrangements. 
lf it ie all that it is claimed to be it will be 


ready for the public by New Year’s day.” 


Shoddy in Shoes.

The pancake 
or pasted sole and heel are stil! used in the manu- 
facture of low-grade shoes, but to a less extent 
than formerly. eather is so cheap that a goad 
button boot can be made solid throughont at % 
cents and $1, and perhaps less. The consumer se- 
cures moré value than ever in the modern me- 
dium-priced shoes ; genuine materials are put into 
err except such low-priced shoes that it is 
impossible to make them of actual leather. There 
is no deception about these. Manufacturers make 
no secret Of the fact that they are composed of

AOTION OF TRUNK LINES BEGARD- 
ING WORLD'S FAIR RATES. 


NN 


Wide Diversity of Opinion Among Rail- 
road People as to How the Matter 
Should Be Treated—Some Thought the 
Companies Would Be Unable to Carry 
Their Traffic at Full Rates—The Ques- 
tion Still Open for Cheap Trains Dur- 
ing Jaly and August—Railroad News. 

In an interview in the New York Tribune 

Chauncey M. Depew explains the action of 

the trunk lines regatding World’s Fair rates 


as follows:

The rule among railroad men is that all can ' 


agree they agree to nothing, The through trave 
between New York and Chicago is nearly up to 
the present equipment of the railroads in its 
normal condition. Seme companies, which 
thought that the lowest fare was right, suggested 
one-and-a-third fare for the round trip. Lhere 
were others who believed that the companies 
would be anable to carry their traffic at full rates, 


The companies are really not equip for travel 
on a 1,000 miles distance, though tney are well 
equipped and can be rapiuly equipped for travel 


at short distances. The number of sleeping-cars 
available and that could possibly be built could 
not be had for the great crowds to attend the 


Centennial from these loug distances. 
By great crowds I mean hun- 
dreds of thousands. The utmost limit 


of a train of sleeping-cars that can be hauled be- 
tween New York and Chicago on the limited time 
of twenty-four hours is seven cars, aud with pas- 
sengers taking sections the train carries only about 
150 pie. The limit of a train that can be hauled 
in thirty-six hours, with the requisite number of 
stoppages, over this great distance, is twelve cars 
and that includes a baggage car, a buffet car, and 
adinine car. That train carries less than 200 
people. The movement of freight is so great and 
the exactions of the freighter as to time are so 
imperious that it is difficult to take proper care 
of the freight and increase to any phenomena! ex- 
tent the through movement of passenger trains. 
The 20 per cent reduction on the thirty-six-hour 


| trains means that those trains shall be run upon 


the same time as all except the limited trains of 
seven cars each are nowrun. Thetwo most pop- 
ular trains out of the Grand Central depot are 
the 6 p. -m. and the 10:35 a. m., and these take 
thirty-six hours. The FErie’s most popu- 
lar train takes thirty-eight hours, and 
the same is the case with the Pennsyl- 
vania. The limited trains of seven cars and 
twenty-four bours are nowrun ata loss, even 
with the present extra rate of fare, so that the re- 
duced rate passenger will becarried on trains 
with the sa4me conveniences and speed as all ex- 
— those who now pay extra fares. 

The question isstillopen for cheaper trains 
during July and August, wuen the great mass of 
people who are limited as totime and money have 
their vacations. The universal experience with 
regard to expositions is that cheap and frequent 
trains are possible within distances where trains 
can be kept moving soas to deliver and return 
with their loads more or less frequently within the 
day. Bat there has always been great dilliculty in 
all countries in providing for long-distance trains, 
which carry the equipment off the line 
which originates the traffic for a considerable 
time, and which: crowd the line through ite whole 
length, so as to derange its freight and regular 
passenger business. It was these considera- 
tions discussed which led to the compromise 
which has been published. Railroad managors 
are like other people. When the emergency is on 
them at the opening of the Fair, if the conditions 
demand or justify any change, such change will 
be made as may be required from time to time 
ahd as the companies have the ability to per- 
form. The movement of large ies to a con- 
vention like the Christian Endeavor convention, 
or the political conventions at Chicago and 
Minneapobis, over long distances is. of course, for 
afew days. But for the Fair it is for six months. 

There was business in sight at full rates from 
the communications had bythe different roads, 
and without regard to a reduction of fare, equal 
to the es ap available resources of the compa- 
nies. Each company, however, is largely increas- 
ing its motive power and passenger equipment 
purely on account of the Fair. The same ques- 
tions arose at the time of the Centennial in Phila- 
deiphia, bat then, as will be the case now, as the 
country became aroused to the value of the Expo- 
sition, and clubs, societies, and neighborhoods 
had determined to go in bodies, arrangements 
were made to transport them by special agree- 
ments at low and satisfactory rates. The problem 
which is troubling ail the railroad managers is 
how to get the vast number of people who want to 
go to the Fair there and back safely and comfort- 
ably and atthe same time keep up the regular 
and scheduled movement of through freight and 
the normal passenger business—of the freight es- 
pecially—which must be muved from the West to 
the seaboard, and most of which is now run upon 
fast freight time. 


WILL NOT HONOR ROUND TRIPS. 


Partial Boycot Declared Against the Union 
Pacific, 

The Union Pacific railway having per- 
emptorily declined to make any concessions 
to its connections as regards divisions on 
through passenger business to and from 
Pacific coast points, the Rock Island, Burling- 
toa, Santa Fé, and Rio Grande roads ata 
meeting held yesterday concluded that some 
action was necessary to bring the Union 
Pacific to a realization of the fact that they 


had some rights which the Union Pacific was 


bound to respect. What those roads specially 
complained of was that they were teld by the 
Union Pacific to go ahead and work upa busi- 
ness via Ogden and after they had done so that 
company shut them out again and made ex- 
clusive arrangements with the Alton and 
Northwestern roads. Some of the roads were 
in favor of a boycott against the Union 
Pacific, but others thought such action would 
be unwise and unpopuiar. The proper thing 
to do, they claimed, would be to refuse to sell 
round-trip tickets over the Union Pacific. As 
the latter declines to interchange one-way 
business there 18 good reason for discontinv- 
ing the sale of round-trip tickets, also the 
business particularly desired by the Union 
Pacific. Consequently a resolution was passed 
that a joint circular to connecting lines be 
issued as follows: 

The Union Pacific raitway system have, by their 
current circulars and existing regulations, pro- 
hibited the issue of many one-way and round-trip 
tickets reading in part over the undersigned lines, 
or made sale of such tickets practically impossi- 
ble, thus closing to our lines and our various con- 
nections uuportant gateways that were formerly 
open to us, and implying by their acts a desire to 
sens Spe interchange of business with these com- 
panies, 

In view of these facts, you are especially re- 
quested to remove from sale all round-trip tiek- 
ets, or orders for same, reading over the under 
signed lines, any portion of which read over the 
Union Pacific railway, as such tickets will not 
ao aeamuned by the undersigned roads if sold after

The Congo railroad is one of the most sig- 
ninicant features of the colossal work which 
Europeans are carrying on in Africa. It is 
not wise, however, to take a too sanguine view 
of the prospect of trade in the Congo basin. 
Its people as yet have few wants, and these 
are easily supplied. Theultimate value of the 
region will probably depend more upon plan- 
tations of sugar, cotton, coffee, and tobacco, 
conducted under white superintendence, than 
upon any other source of commerce. In time 
India rubber and one or two other products 
may become large sources of traffic; but no 


‘hopes of permanent prosperity can be built 


upon the ivory trade, which is sure to dwindle 
in a few years.

Not so many years ago the building of a 
railroad in any part of the Holy Land would 
have been regarded as little less than sacri- 
lege. Even now the announcement that pil- 
grims to Jerusalem can accomplish their

journey as easily and conveniently as if it 
were merely a trip from Chicago to New 
York comes with a little shock. Almost the 
last bit of the world to yield to encroaching 
progress has been the country bordering on 
Palestine, and so radicai an innovation seems 
like fiying in the face of tradition. 

The line is cdOmpleted, however, and has 
been duly opened by the Governor of Jeru- 
salem, Ibrahim Hak«i Pasha, and the special 
envoy of the Sultan, Djelal Pasha, General 
and Aide-de-Camp of his Imperial Majesty. 
The President of the company and several 
engineers were present, traveling all the way 
from Paris that they might “ assist’ at so 
memorable an occasion. 

The railroad is now open to traffic. Each 
day two trains leave Jaffafor Jerusalem and 
vice versa, pearing through the Cities of Ram- 
leh and Lydda, and several villages. Travel-

Among the works painters of 
the Barbizon school are two by Dupré,a landscape, 
with cattle, entitled “ The Pool,” and a marine 
showing a rough sea, a cloudy sky, and some 
fishing boats running before the wind, both ex- 
ceptionally fine examples. A Corot, “ Rocks at 
Marcoussy,” is a good representative work, and a 
small Diaz, *“* The Spanish Woman,” shows not 
only the rich color this artist loved so much, but 
beautiful drawing as well. It shows the subject 
standing on a terrace with a small brown spaniel 
near her. . 

Of the works of more modern men “ Vittoria 

Colonna,” by Jules Lefebvre, shows beautiful 
draftsmanship in the face and figure of the young 
woman, whose beauty may seem a trifle too Pa- 
risian for the cultured friend of Michel Angelo. 
By L. Chailwa there is a large sheep picture, del- 
icate in color and treatment, showing a flock of 
sheep in a roadway and the shepherd lifting up a 
lamb to a little girl in the arms of a young wom- 
an seated on the back of a work horse. The only 
picture in the collection by an American is 
* Afghans atthe Grand Mosque of Vazin Kahn, 
Lahore,” by Edwin Lord Weeks, a characteristic 
work in which the color of the gorgeous costumes 
and the ornate architecture of India play the 
prominent part. “The Sportsman,’ by Jan 
Monchablon, shows a broad extent of hilly coun- 
try in sunlight, painted with all the minute accu- 
racy of a miniature. The title is furnished by the 
introduction: of a hunter with a dog and gun. 
There is also a carefully painted figureof a 
French infantry officer, with accessory figures of 
soldiers, by Galleron, a cleverly painted picture 
by Kammaerer, *‘Le Coup Double,”’ showing a 
hunter in the costume of the last century, who 
has been hunting rabbits and has also found a 
young woman of pleasing figure, with whom he 
is drinking wine over a table in the open air. 
Other artists represented are Boudin, the teacher 
of Claude Monet; Lepine, Roman Ribera, E. von 
Blaas, Charles Meissonier, and M. Ghisser. 

A collection of clever water colors by S. P. 
Rolph Triscott is also exhibited at the same gal- 
lery.

The Spitzer collection of ‘rare antiquities 
and objects of art, the greatest of its kind ever 
brought together by an individual collector, 1s to 
be dispersed. Some hope had been entertained 
that after the death of Mr. Spitzer the collection 
might be sold intact to some individual or public 
museum, but it seems improbable and next April 
it will be sold at public auction at the late home 
of M. Spitzer, in the Bois de Boulogne, Paris. 

An effort.was made to have the collection 
brought to Chicago next year for the purpose of 
exhibition and in hopes that it might be sold here 
but the necessary consent of all the heirs could 
not be secured. Thereis abundant time, before 
the sale, for the friends of art in Chicago to take 
steps to secure some of the treasures which this 
unprecedented opportunity places within their 
reach, and it is to be hoped that they may be 


taken.

Apropos of the use of art collections 1 New 
York journal calls attention to the fact that aside 
from all educational considerations they consti- 
tute a profitable investment for public funds, 
and gives the example of the South Kensington 
Museum as one of the most remarkable. [ts con- 
tents, whether purchased or donated, represent 
a value at the time of their acquisition of $10,- 
000,000. Today they represent, according to the 
careful calculation of all the leading experts, and 
judging by the present market prices, a value of 
$75,000,000. As the museum has only been in ex- 
istence since 1857 this shows a net gain of 
$65,000,000 in thirty-five years. Little pieces of 
pottery that were purchased by the museum 
thirty years agofor $300 are today worth $10.000. 
And so it is with almost everything. Another ef- 
fect of the original investment has been entirely 
to put a stop to the importation into England of 
French art manufactures of one kind and anoth- 
er, such as furniture, cabinets, etc. Previous to 
1857 the French imports into England amounted 
to several millions sterling in value. Since, how- 
ever, the British artisan has had an opportunity 
of learning from the South Kensington and other 
similar museums the manner in which to apply 
art to industry, all the art manufactures formeriy 
imported from France are now made in England, 
And so in course of time it will bein the United 
States, and every new art museum that is found- 
ed may be regarded in the light of a protective 
tariff of American industry applied to art.

A Scotch artist writing to the Glasgow 
Herald protests against the way the British art 
exhibit for the World’s Fair is being managed by 
what he calls the Royal Academy clique. 

* Will it be believed,”’ he says, “that the 
‘ British ’ committee have a nice little scheme on 
for hanging all the British pictures beforehand 
in London and sending out a numbered plan of 
the hangings for the joiners at the Chicago Ex- 
hibition to work from? They will thus predeter- 
mine in Londen not only exactly what is to be 
shown to the New World as British art, but even 
exactly how it is to be shown. For they will 
grade the places so that every Academic 
respectability shall appear ‘on the lint,’ 
while to unconventional talent. and the 
daring originality of genius, this precious‘ British’ 
committee wiil say, ‘ Friena, come up higher,’ so 


bound conventions of the Academic clique will be 
‘skied.’ Thus, as Mr. Whistler would say, ‘ The 
art will go and the British remain.’ This same 
London clique worked the British section at the 
Paris Interfiational Exposition.. They hung the 
pictures on ‘ring’ principles and took advantage 
of their position to practically settle who should 
be medalists. The public naturally thought that 
the awards of Paris represented French opinion 
of British art. Only those ‘in tne know’ were 
aware that the awards did nothing of the kind. 
They represented tne culmination of the academy 
ring job, which job will be repeated at Chicago if 
it be not put a stop to.”’

Brrone the death of Cardinal Newman there 
Wore fivé English-speaking members of the 
Sacred College, as it is called—Newman, 
Manning, Howard (three Englishmen), Gib- 
bons, an American, and Moran, an Australian. 
Now Engiand has no representative among 
the Cardinals, Newman, Manaifg, and Howard 
having passed away. Cardinals Moran and 
Gibbons are the two English-speaking mem- 
bers of the college. Some time ago it was 
avnounced that Archbishop Vaughan of Lon- 
don, Cardinal Manning’s successor, and Mon- 
signor Stonor, an English aristecratic priest, 
would be raised to the cardinalate. There 
was a protest from the Irish prelates at the 
fact that Ireland Was being ignoted, though 
Ireland has been “ loyal to the church,” While 
England is yet classed as “heretical.” The 
protest has had its effect, and it is announced 
from Rome that Afchbishop Walsh will get a 
red hat at the same time that the two English- 
men will get theirs. This will restore the old

THE NEW BUILDING ORDINANCE. 

After nearly & yeat’s delay the special 
Council Committee on Buildings dnhnounces 
that it will be ready to report by Dec. 5: The 
ordinafice which originally passed Feb. 15 last 
provided a maximum height for buildings of 
150 feet; where streets are hot tnofe than 
eighty feet wide, 125 feet; and where they are 
not more than forty feet wide, 100 feet to be 
the maximum. The ordinance also regulated 
the height of buildings having frontages on 
streets of different width, but no building was 
to exceed 150 feet in height, an exception be- 
ing made in favor of spires, towers, domes, 
and cupolas, “the area of which shall not be 
more than 15 per cent of the ground area of 
the proposed building.”” At the subsequent 
regular meeting of the Council the Mayor 
vetoed the ordinance, principally upen the 
ground that no penalty was provided for its 
violation and because the passage of the ordi- 
nanee as it stood would be inefficient to pre- 
vent the erection of high buildings. In addi- 
tion to these objections the Mayor was of 
opinion that the large property interests rep- 
resenting both sides of the question had a 
right to be heard. The veto was sustained 
and upon the Mayor’s suggestion the question 
was referred to a special committee to revise 
the building ordinances, whiich committee 
was to act in conjunction with committees of 
the Underwriters’ Association, the Real Es- 
tate Board, the Architects’ and Trades’ Council 
of the city. 

This committee, which is composed of Ald. 
Kent, Chairman; Ald. Madden, Dixon, and 
Sexton; Building Commussioner O’Neill, T; 
Bowden of the Fire Underwriters’ Associa- 
tion, Willis Jackson of the Real Estate Board, 
Joseph Downing of the Builders’ and Traders’ 
Exchange, James Marfhan of the Building 
Trades’ Council, and Dankmar Adler of the 
Institute of Architects, has now formulated 
an ordinance which only needs to be passed 
upon as to its legality by the Corporation 
Counsel, and then will be reported to the. 
Council for passage Dee. 5. It differs materi- 
ally from that which was passed last Febru- 
ary, and is in hany ways stronger and more 
business-like, as might have been expected 
after passing through so many expert - hands. 
Instead of 150 feet for the maximum the com- 
mittee will recotmmend 160 feet and twelve 
stories. The additional ten feet will make 
little difference, and will not increase the 
height beyond the average, according to 
the modern methdds of construction in 
cities. It will also recommend that 
the building inspectors must have had ten 
years’ experience in some one of the various 
building trades and pass an examination be- 
fore a committee of three members, repre- 
senting the Builders’ and Traders’ Exchange, 
the Building Trades’ Council, And the Board of 
Architects, and before work can be begun ail 
plans must be filed in the office of the Com- 
missioner of Buildings. A civil éfginéer is 
also to be attached to the department te make 
the necessary estimates and pass upon the 
strength of foundations and the proportions 
of the structures. The ordinance also pro- 
vides for the extension of the fite limits as 
the streets are built up. The new ordinance 
is not wanting in penalties like the old one, 
for wherever a building is put up in . violation 
of any of its provisions it orders the Commis- 
sioner to tear it down and protects him by 
giving him immunity from any damages. 

These are the main features of the new ordi- 
nance. Unless it contains features of an ob- 
jectionable kind which have not been made 


- 


tiny it should be passed at once. It fixes a rea- 
sonable height for buildings, guarantees safe 
foundations and secure construction, and pro- 
vides for competent inspectors and ample pen- 
alties. Besides it represents the collective skill 
and wisdom of the Council, the builders, con- 
tractors, property-holders, real estate interests, 
and architects. With such an ordinance as 
| this it will be impossible to put up buildings 
| in defiance of law, as has been done more than 
once during the last two or three years. 


POWDERLY’S LAMENT. 

Grand Master Workman Powderly in his 
address before the General Assembly of the 
Knights of Labor at St. Louis the other day 
deplored * the great waste of vital force and 
means’ by the labor organizations of the 
country. “‘There are,”’ he said, * too many 
labor organizations struggling for suprem- 
acy.’”’ There is without doubt much truth 
in what Mr. Powderly says. The more labor 
organizations there are the more walking del- 
egates, grand masters, Secretaries, and Presi- 
dents there wiil be who make money out of 
the workiugmen, Labor agitators not great- 
ly different from Powderly go up and down 
the land organizing cainps, ledges, and as- 
semblies. They become the well-paid officers 
of those organizations after they are formed. 
There is a great expenditure of vital force and 
of means in all this. 

But Mr. Powderly is not so nearly con- 
cerned about it all as he is about the building 
up of his own organization. ‘ There exists no 
reason,” says Mr. Powderly, “‘why every 
branch of toii should not be enroiled under 
the shield of this organization. There is no 
reason why every interest cannot be more 
carefully guarded in this order than in sepa- 
rate and isolated camps.” If things were as 
he wishes Mr. Powderly would be a more im- 
portant figure—and therein lies the explana- 
tion of his solicitude. His remarks also ex- 
plain the antagonism of the leading labor 
unions to Powderly and his metheds. He does 

not like the laboruvions. They interfere with 


‘his schemes for a great organization ; ana yet 
‘it must be admitted that thé labor unions are 


on the whole successful, while the history of 
Powderly’s great organization is a chapter of 
failures. It has failea to find any lodgnient 


in England. where the unions are in complete 
control. It is a warring force in America and 


public and if its legality satisfies the usual scru- 


thay be said to oxiet only to affora parnde oc- 
casions for Powderly and salaries for himself 
and other agitators of his kind. The labor 
unions, Powderly to the contrary notwith- 
standing, are organized on the same princi- 
ples as capitalistié eombinations and are as 
sticcessful. The superfluous organizations are 
those of his ¢ creation 4nd 6f their kind. 


THE GROWTH OF CHICAGO. 

The real-estate man is the exponent of Chi- 
cago’s greatness. He may not help much 
towards making it, or may be a power ih that 
di on. But it 16 his busiriess to talk about 
it, and it helps his business to doso. From 
John S. Wright, whose faith in the future of 
the city never flagged amid numerous reverses 
due to panic, through those whose all-abiding 
confidence did so much to atttact capital and 
energy to this point after the devastation by 
fire in 1871, down to the members of the Real- 
Estate Board of today the topic has been and 
still is one of absorbing interest. The real- 
estate man delights to survey the field over 
and ove? again, find in the record reason to 
look for fresh triumphs, and is ever diseover- 
ing something new. 

Mr. Elmer Dwiggins is une of those who 
can throw new light on what some may deem 
a well-worn topic. His speech tu the Real- 
Estate Board Thursday evening was a master- 
ly résumé of the salient points in the growth 
of Chicago, actually and by comparison with 
other cities. He made the following points: 
The ideal location for a great city is in the 
midst of a large scope of fertile land with a 
deep water connection to the sea. This gives 
all the benefits of commerce by water without 
lopping off half the land support. Such is the 
location of all the great capitals of the Old 
World, and it justifies the belief that Chicago 
will be the thetropolis of the Western Hem- 
isphere before the eJose of the century. Within 
fifty years Chicago has doubled its population 
eight times, to a present total of 1,400,000, while 
New York has been 234 years in accumulating 
a population of perhaps 1,600,000. In 1880 Chi- 
eago found itself with 500,000 people. In the 
following ten years it gathered within its bor- 
ders as many as the whole cities of St. Louis 
and Cincinnati then contained and more than 
did New York, Philadelphia, and Boston com- 
bined in the same decade. If both continue 
to grow in the same ratio Chicago will be as 
big as New York City May 1, 1895. It is ob- 
jected that Chicago includes nearly all its snb- 
urbs, while New York ineludes only a few. 
But this is only another reason why Chicago 
will soon have the supremacy. It 1s geograph- 
ically so located that it may annex its children 
as fast as it may desire, whereas New York 
City now covers almost the entire county in 
which it is situated, and it.will have great le- 
gal difficulty in annexing. Brooklyn, much 
more Jersey City. 

Still, if the laws of the different counties 
and States could be so arranged as to permit 
New York to annex Brooklyn, Jersey City, 
Newark, and the rest, if all of them increased 
at the rate shown by the last census, Chicago 
would overtake and outstrip the entire lot of 
them coinbined by the year 1905. It is searce- 
ly possible that New York will increase the 
percentage of growth it has maintained dur- 
ing the last thirty years, and what is the possi- 
bility of Chicago losing its gait? It has been 
doubling its population every seven years of 
its history on an average, and the latest cen- 
sus shows that the growth of the United States 
is almost entirely in Western cities. But 
Cineinnati and St. Louis, which have hereto- 
fure beer considered the rivals of Chicago, 
made only slow gains, 17 and 29 per cent, re- 
spectively. The West is getting the largest 
part of the growth, and Chicago gets every- 
thing that comes within its reach. 

For all this growth of the future, which is 
legitimately deducible from a look at the past, 
provision must be made, whether by the real- 
estate nan, as claimed by the speaker, ot by 
others, need not be discussed~ here. Houses 
and places of business must be provided, with 
a system of rapid transit between the home 
and the office. Streets have to be laid out and 
improved and surface and elevated rail lines 
built for suburban as well as distant travel. 
Cheap and cemfortable living must be pro- 
vided so that peuple will locate here rather 
than in other cities. The parks and other 
public property must be looked after to see 
they are not misappropriated, and taxes and 
improvement assessments should be watched 
carefully so as to give the maximum of value 
to the citizen with the minimum of load to the 

property-owner. All these things have to be 
attended to, and there is nore of work to be 
done than if, in thelanguageot another speak- 
er, Chicago were not “the dirtiest city this 
side of Constantinople.”’ Mr. Kerfoot cor- 
rectly said that our streets are a disgrace; and 
perhaps he was talking wisely when he asked 
why bonds should not be issued for the pur- 
pose of beautifying the city, the present gen- 
eration to pay the interest. 


THE TWO HERETICS. 

Two prominent heretics, the Rev. Henry 
Preserved Smith, D. D., of Lane Theological 
Seminary, Cincinnati, and Dr, Briggs of 
Union Theologica! Seminary, New York, have 
been almost simpltaneously arraigned for 
trial and upon very similar charges... The 
prosecution in each case is largely based upon 
the doctrine of the inerrancy of the seriptures. 
Ip Prof. Smith’s case the prosecution in vhe 
opening arguments dwelt long and forcibly 
upon the necessity of the doctrine of plenary 
inspiration and of preserving belief in the in- 
fallibility of the Bible. Dr. Lowe in his argu- 
ment indeed contended “that it is the very 
word of God; thatto teach that the biblical 
historical writers were so unreliable that the 
truth of history contained in theif writing can 
only be discovered by such investigation, dis- 
crimination, and sifting as is necessary to dis- 
cover the truth in history by uninspired men 
wasto throw the whole Bible to the winds; 
that the absolute inerrancy of the Bible is the 
belief of the Presbyterian Church, and to re- 
linquish that belief is to give up the entire 
basis of the church’s doctrine.” Prof. Smith 
does not deny biblical inspiration nor does he 
antagonize the Westminster Confession. His 
contention, like that of Dr. Briggs, on this 
point, does not go farther than denying that 
the Bible is infallible in certain historical 
and scientific matters. As to spiritual 
truths he concedes its supreme author- 
ity and thus does not attack it as 
the infallible rule of faith and practice. Upon 
the point of absolute literal inerrancy, how- 
ever, like Dr. Briggs and a host of other bib- 
tical scholars, he does not agree with the strict 
sonstructionists who contend that the Bible is 
infallible in every statement because directly 
inspired, 

Prof. Smith has been arraigned on very 
narrow if not flimsy charges. Those against 
Dr. Briggs cover somewhat wider grounds. 
He also denies the inerrancy of the Bible, but 
at the same time concedes its infallibility as 
the source of spiritual truths and doctrines. 
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, Far beyond this in importance, however, is 


the contention that reason is a source of 
divine authority codrdinate with the Bible, 
and that the church is a source of divine au- 
thority codrdinate with both. And yet the 
two are related, for if reason be a sufficient 
authority then it is sufficient to decide upon 
the authority .of the scriptures and to 
demand a revision of the confession which 
shall bring it into harmony with the 
results of modern reason and the higher 
scientific criticism. The difference between 
the twe heretics, therefore, is one only of de-

CLEVELAND UN THE FAIR. 

President-e Grover Cleveland has writ- 
ten at least one sensible letter. It is that in 
which he declined, be¢ause of a prior engage- 
ment, an invitation tq meet the Commission 
ers of the World’s Columbian Exposition. In 
it he wrote: 

I think it is quite titte for every refident of the 
City of New York who has the least regard for her 
fair name to do whatever Hes. ih his power to 
maintain the reputation of his city for public spirit 
and generosity, and at the same time to diséredit 
the suspicion that jealous disappointment can 
enter into her conduet toward @ great. national 
and patriotic undertaking: If both the City and 
State of New York dv not, when arousedon the 
subject, fully recognize their duty and interests, 
as they are related to the Exposition; | shall be 
greatly surprised, 

This is the right kiid of talk, and coming 
frum the man who will occipy the highest of- 
fice in the land during the whole time the Fair 
is in progress it is highly eneouraging to all 
who wisli to see the Fair a’ grand Success. The 
bitterness of the election struggle is over and 
it is now in order for Well-disposed citizens of 
the United States everywhere to join in with 
the effort to render the Exhibition worthy of 
the Nation in, for, and by which it is to be 
held. The excitements inséparable ffom elec- 
tion time may have furnished an excuse for 
paying little attention to Fair matters till 
within the last few days, but there is no 
longer any such excuse, Mr. Cleveland states 
the case correctly in saying it is quite time 
for residents of New York to discredit the 
suspicion that jealous.disappointment can en- 
ter inte their conduct towards a great nation- 
al and patriotic undertaking. He intimates 
his belief that both the city and the State will 
fully revognize their duty and interests, as re- 
lated to the Exposition, “ when aroused to the 
subject,’’ and it may be in order to add that 
itis hign time they aroused themselves. A 
little niore delay and 1t may be too late to dis- 
sipate the idea which has been rather widely 
entertained to the effect that jealous disap- 
pointment has been at work to prevent many 
in New York from doing their duty to them- 
selves in connection with the Fair. Let us 
now have done with fault-finding, quibdbling, 
and indifference and all jéim in, as suggested 
by Mr. Cleveland, to show that local jealousy 
cannot prevail to check an enthusiastic sup- 
port of the Fair, which. does not belong to 
Chicago, and would not have belonged to New 
York had that city been selected for its site, 
but belongs to the whole people. It is theirs 
to which to send exhibits, theifs to visit, theirs 
to admire, and theirs to talk of to their chil- 
dren and grandchildren as@ great national 
undertaking many years after the gates of the 
Fair are closed for the last time. Mr. Cleve- 
land is right. He ought to have been right 
sooner. 
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THE SILLY NUNCIO STORY. 

A leading clerical tu atténdance upon the 
recent conference of thé Roman Catholic 
Archbishops in New York is reported te have 
said: 

I notice that the newspapers have neglected to 
state one of the topics to be discussed by the con- 
ference—viz.: the advisability of placing at 
Ww ashington a duly accredited representative of 
the Vatican. For many years American statés- 
men have disagreed upow thé question of this 
government recognizing the authority of a Papal 
Nuncio. [thas been held thatif the President 
should receive as Gne 6f diplomatic family a 
representative of the Popé such action might be 
construed as a recognition of the Pope’s claim of 
temporal sovereignty. Ihere is a likelihood that, 
following the discussion of the matter by the 
Archbishops, Mer. Satolli may be induced to 
bring it to acrisis by reporting te the Vatican 
that after the inauguration 6f Grover Cleveland 
steps should be taken looking to the appointment 
of a Papal legate to Washington. I believe that 
no international complicati¢ns can possibly grow 
out of such action. 

The statement made above is partially con- 
firmed by the alleged receipt of a cable 
dispatch from Rome setting forth that after 
the inauguration of Mr, Cleveland an effort 
would be made toestablisha Papal nunciature 
in Washington. It is not likely, however, that 
either of these statements are correct, or that 
the Archbishops were called upon to discuss 
any such ridiculous project: Evenif they 
should favor itand the Vatican should send 
its Nuncio he would wot be received. There 
are no political relations between the 
United States Government and the Pope 
of Rome. There are no religious relations 
between them. The people of the 
United States would not tolerate for an in- 
stant the interference of a Papal Nuncio with 
the political relations of this country and 
Italy, nor, on the other hand, would the laity 
of the Catholic Church tolerate any interfer- 
ence or suggestion of Mr. Cleveland as to cler- 
ical appointments in the United States. Itaiy 
is represented by an Ainbassador at Washing- 
ton, who is competent to represent his coun- 
try in all that concerns it, and this govern- 
ment is represented at the Italian Capital by 
its own Minister. It has nothing to do with the 
Catholic Church or any other church, and any 
attempt, such as is foreshadowed in the Rome 
dispatch, would meet with instant, over- 
whelming, and dismal failure at the hands of 
the American people, and, it may be added, at 
the hands of American Catholics also. The 
report may be dismissed as absurd.

THE ARCHBISHOPS’ CONFERENCE ON ED- 
UCATION, 

Archbishop Ireland, Archbishop Riordan of 
San Francisco, and their more liberal-minded 
colleagues seem to dominate in the confer- 
ence of the Roman Catholic prelates in New 
York, judging from the resolutions adopted 
Friday and given to the press by Archbishop 
Corrigan. These resolutions are as follows: 

Resolved, First, to promote the erection of Cath- 
olic schools, so that there may be accommodation 
in them for more, and if possibile for all our Cath- 
olic children, according to the decrees of the third 
plenary council of Baltimore and the decisions of 
the Holy See. 

Resolved, Second, that as to children who at 
present do not attend Catholic schools we direct 
in addition that provisions be made for them by 
Suri@ay-schools and also by instructions oh some 
other day or day8 of thé week, and by urging par- 
euts to teach their chiddren the Christian doctrine 
in their homes. These Sunday and week day schools 
should be under the direct supervision of the 
clergy, aided by intelligent lay teachers, and 
when possible by members of religious teaching 
orders. 

There is no denunciation of the public 
schools, it nay be observed. On the contrary, 
while the public schools are not mentioned 
their existence is fully recognized, and the 
clergy of the church are directed to prepare 
for the religious instruction of the children of 
Roman Catholic parents who attend them. 
The resolutions may not be intended to en- 
courage Roman Catholic parents to send their 
children to the publie schools, but that will 
their tendency in mauy quarters. 
If well organized Sunday-schools and week- 
day religious ciasses are established for the 
instruction of the Roman Catholic pupils who 
attend the public schools there will be little 
need of the parochial schools. The public 
schools are admittedly superior to the church 
schools. We have it of the authority of the 
priestiy brother of the of 
New York that “there are no schools 


the public schoois:” They are well organized, 
well equipped, and’auccessfal. Rofian Catho- 
lic parents hive recognized this long ago and 

have patronized the public schools in prefer- 
ence to parochial schodls, pulpit denuiicia- 
tions, pastorals, encyclicals, and so forth to 
the contrary notwithstanding, 

Archbishop. Ireland recognized the fact in 
adopting what is called the Faribault plat. 
He sought for the children of Catholic par- 
ents the secular instruction of the public 
schools: He would add to that religious in- 
struction after the secular school hours at the 
direct cost of parents. His brother Arch- 
bishops seem to approve the prineiple of the 
scheme now, It is nota fével one. In fact 
there is reason to believe that the Archbishop 
of St. Paul borrowed it from Ireland. In the 
Irish national schools the religious instruction 
is confined to half an hour after the close of 
the secular school day and attendance 
thereat is voluntary, The plan works 
quite well éven in Ulster, where religious 
animosities and prejiidices ate keener that in 
any other part of the world perhaps. Those 
children who do not want religious instruction 
heed not attend the classes of the last half- 
hour, and there is no friction or disturbance. 

It should be added that the Roman Catholic 
laymen have been in advance of the priests, 
Bishops, and Archbishops on this subject. 
They have patronized the public schools de- 
spite pulpit instructions to the contrary. It 
is safe to say that there ate now three Roman 
Catholie children in the public schools to one 
in the Rofman Catholic parochial schools. 
This is a fact which catinot be ignored and it 
has had its influence of even the most in- 
tolerant and reactionary of the Roman 
ecclesiastics. Instructionin mere dogma is 
no preparation for the work of life, nor does 
it make good citizens. 


THE INDIANA MONTE CARLO. 

The Indianapolis News is deservedly severe 
on the gambling gang which, forced out of 
Chicago by popular denuntiation of its in- 
iquities, bas established its héad@uarters just 
across the line, at Roby, in Lake County, Ind. 
The inembers of the gang propose there to go 
far beyond the limit permitted in Garfield 
Park. They intend aot merely to have the 
swindling winter races as a nucleus for dead- 
fall traps and kindred iniquities, but are re- 
ported to intend to graduate their winter 
“racing” into asummer gambling concern, 
which will reap a rich harvest of dollars from 
the World’s Fair overflow. They are said to 
count on receiving 20,000 people per hour over 
the railroad lines, and it hardly needs to be 
added that many of those visitors will go away 
poorer if not wiser than when they enter 
there. 

It is no wonder the vile thing is protested 
against as a peculiarly irritating outrage on 
the people of Indiana, making of their State a 
cesspool for the nastiness that has been ejected 
from the soil of Chicago, @&d establishing 
there an enormous gambling concern pat- 
terned after the one in Europe, which is out- 
lawed by all the countries of that continent 
and exists only under its independent sov- 
ereign. Notisitany wonder that having ite 
attention once called to the true character of 
the scheme the News should demand action by 
the authorities for its suppression. It does 
this in vigorous terms. It says that the prose- 
cutor and Sheriff of Lake County should first 
be addressed on the subject, but evidently 
takes it for granted this would be a mere mat- 
ter of etiquette from which nod good 
results need be expected, and refers to the lo- 
cal opinion there as perhaps too besotted to 
properly meet the situation. It demands that 
if these officials will not do their duty Gov, 
Chase be requested to act, using his undoubted 
power to purge the Commonwealth of the 
shame and vindicate the reputation of Indi- 
ana as a law-abiding State. 

The expression of fear that enormities will 
be perpetrated there next summer, for which 
the good people of both States may well blush 
for shame, is not without foundation. The 
evil would not be much felt outside this win- 
ter, but during that time a foundation may be 


laid for a vast amount of mischief to be- 4 


gin with the opening of the Fair and 
last long after the vacation of Jack- 
son Park by exhibiters. The place chosen 
is within easy driving distancé of Jackson 
Park, and doubtless would draw from it many 
thousands, for the gambling rooms would be 
open all night as well as day and all Sunday, 
too, unless interfered with by the authorities. 
A scarcely smalier number of the more 
venturesome and rougher characters would go 
there from this city, nor would Indiana itself 
escape contributmg its quota to the vile 
agglomeration of the worst dregs of human- 
ity that would there find a sheltering place. 
But Indiana would have the unenviable dis- 
tinction of harboring the foul nest and the 
moral respongibility for all the crimes com- 
mitted there. Judging from the experiences 
at Garfield Park the list of these would not 
stop at brazen-faced cheating or open robbery. 
The most loathsome lewdness would gather 
all around it, and the commission of murder 
not be scrupled at by some of the thugs who 
might be interfered with in their wickedness. 
« The Indianapolis Sentinel has joined the 
News in demanding that this focus of crimi- 
nality shall be broken up. All well-meaning 
people will sympathize with the movement 
and hope it will be enforced before the mon- 
ster has had time to attain its full growth 
next spring. If the pecuniary baits thrown 
‘out to the property-owners of the neighbor- 
hood be sufficient to silence them the people 
of other counties should demand with united 
voice that the Chief Executive of the State 
interpose his power for their protection; 
speaking, too, not for themselves alone, but 
for the whole of the United States as men- 
aced by an evil that ought not to be endured. 


SELLING MEDICINE FROM WAGONS. 

A patent medicine company formed in the 
old country a few years ago recently came to 
grief after a short period of great success. Its 
plan of operation was a novelone. It was to 
sell the medicine from wagons in the towns 
and villages, thus “demonstrating before the 
eyes of the people the able manner ia which 
he [the vender] was able to cure different dis- 
eases.”’ The results were highly satisfactory 
in England, as the remedies were sufficiently 
popularized by the peripatetic seller to estab- 
lish a good demand at the drug store after he 
had gone in search of fresh pastures. Buta 
change came over the spirit of the dream. The 
company was guddenly notified to discontinue 
within fourteen days the selling of its medicines 
from wagons, as by a recent act of Parlia- 
ment it was illegal to sell medicines except 
from a “shop” and through the medium of a 
duly qualified practitioner. The company 
hired regularly qualified chemists to go round 
with the wagons, bot that was soon forbidden. 
Then it sent representatives to South Africa, 
They found a good demand for a rheumatic 
cure, but the business was terribly expensive. 
Then they tried Spain with great te 
success, and established a factory there. But. 
soon the medical men began to find their 
patronage falling off, ana they brought influ- 
ence to bear upon the Mayors, inducirig these 
officials to ébarge so muth for permission 
to sell’ the medicine that no profit 
was lett. Belgium, France, and Hollana 
were tried with similar results, In each case. 


the medical men engineered an opposition,*}. 


which was so complete in Belgium that the 
agents of the company there received a suin- 


er the Straits Settlements, and Sapen 
are now the only countries where the selling 
from wagons is found possible, though in a 
few others there is a fair wholesale trade for 
the remedies. __

The complaining 
company cannot be trusted to give the answer. 
The assurance in the report that “ many mar- 
Yélous Cures have -béeen effected” by it 
is of no more value than if the same 
claim were put forth im an advertise- 
ment. But it must be confessed that the atti- 
tude of the doctors does not prove the con- 


‘trary. The schools are down on everything 


that savors of irregularity, especially when it 
tends to lessen the nugnber of those willing to 
pay for “ advice.’? The doctor who feels him- 
self competent to prescribe is naturally averse 
to having disease cured by Salvation Army 
methods, Sothe intelligent public on this 
side of the Atlantic will not know whether to 
be glad or sorry that the English quack medi- 
cine company has been put to enormous ex- 
pense to open up its business in each of sev- 
eral different countries, and “ all to no pur- 
pose,” Yet it may be remarked that if the 
world were badly in want of those particular 
nostrums it would get them ia spite of the 
united oppusition of the medical fraternities 
of all the schools. 


THEOLOGICAL DISCUSSIONS. 

A few days ago the vestry of the Dudley 
Barest Baptist Church in Boston was the scene 
of a discussion between two “reverend gen- 
tlemen,”’ one of whom denied that the Savior 
had eyer existed in person on this earth, and 
the oh defied the whole world, Jew or Gen- 
tile, to prove that Christ-never existed. Thase 
were the main points made in the intellectual 
coutest, which became so warm that the pas- 
tor of the church rose to state he did not wish 
any dog fight there, and that if the trouble 
continued the gas would be turned off pre- 
maturely. That quelled the disturbance, and 
it appeared to be about the only agreement 
arrived at. The close found ote contestant 
doggedly certain as at first that “‘he was,” 
and the other dispu‘ant not a whit less pos- 
itive that “‘he was not.” And it is probable 
that not a person in the audience had his or 
her views on the matter changed one iota by 
the turmoil. 

“'T was ever thus,” and probably ever will 
be. Such discussions are of no possible value. 
They prove nothing and convince nobody. If 
they did convince any oné that he had been 
in the wrong the fact would by no means 
prove the successful arguer to be in the right, 
except in the comperative sense of being a 
more skillful talker tnan the one opposed to 
him. The statements that Christ lived on 
earth, said and did certain things, died for the 
sins of men, rose again from the dead, and as- 
cended into heaven, must be taken on faith 
or not atall. The destruction of Jerusalem a 
few years after the time when these events are 
claimed to have occurred may well’ be stp 
posed to have involved the utter obliteration 
of direct testimony to their occurrence, if 
such testimony were ever given by eye-wit- 
nesses and placed on record by themselves or 
others in an age when the art of printing was un- 
known, and the few manuscripts it was thought 
worth while to write had very few readers. So 
there is room for the widest possible diver- 
gence of honest opinion in regard to the value 
of the alleged testimony, which, indirect at 
first, has been transmitted by the churches to 
the people of the present day. Whatever di- 
rect testimony there may have been is not 
now available, 

Furthermore, it may be said to be unfair to 
apply to this remaining testimony all of the 
scientific tests with which may properly be 
measured documentary proof claimed to be 
original, since there are no means of knowing 
the changes through which the record may 
have passed. Anda similar remark may be 
made with reference to whatare held by many 
to be statements of fact in New Testament 
times. For these reasons the work is accepted 
or rejected as a matter of faith alone, whether 
that be determined mostly by the innate men- 
tality of the individual or by his earlier educa- 
tion and subsequent surroundings. And the 
reasonings brought to bear on ei ‘her the affirm- 
ative or negative side of the question are 
scarcely any other than the results of efforts to 
convince others that the person making them 
is in the right. ‘whey are hardly ever under- 
taken with a sincere desire to arrive at a cor- 
rect conclusion by one who is equally ready 
to accept it whatever it may be. 

That is why such discussions as the one in 
the vestry of the Dudley Street Church do no 
good. But is it therefore to be admitted that 
they necessarily do harm? Even that ques-, 
tion will be answered differently according as 
the respondent is accustomed or not to regard 
the statements referred to as too sacred to 
be meddled with, and think with John Bun- 
yan that the doubter is essentially a sinner 
against the light. But if such discussions are 
to be tolerated it should be with the under- 
standing that they be not interrupted by 
statements that the remarks’ gre not in keep- 
ing with the ornamentation of the room, “ on 
which $400 has just been expended,” as was 
the case with the recent dispute in Boston.

DOWN-TOWN OORNERS IN GOOD DE- 
MAND BECAUSE SOAROE. 


Cash Purchase of a State Street Corner— 
Proposed Survey Guaranty: Company— 
Leases of Prominent Business Build- 
ings—Chicago Subdividers Seek Pas- 

“tures New—Street Railway Develop- 

ment South—Columbus Building 5 Per 

Cent Loan—Kealty Notes. 

The State street sale announced during the 
week has had a curious effect in stirring up 
inquiries for down-town holdimgs. There is 
a phase of human nature which is illustrated 
by just such transactions. Nearly ail of the 
prominent buyers of investment holdings have 
had the Jerome property offered to them, and 
’ in fact at the time the sale was closed negotia- 
tions were under way with several interests 
with a view to its purchase. Now, ag soon as 
the sale is announced, the views of these dif- 
ferent parties regarding the corner im- 
mediately appreciate, and it is claimed 
that the purchaser has already had 
an offer for the property considera- 
bly in advance of the pnce paid by him. 
It not infrequently happens that a piece of 
property is in the market for years without 
attracting any especial chhieiahin. A sale or 
lease of it is tinally made and the attention of 
buyers is immediately attracted to it, Many 
examples might be cited to zhow where three 
or four transfers in rapid succession have 
been made of property which before that 
time was not considered attractive by par- 
_ chasers. 

The sale emphasizes the fact that down- 
town corners, and especially down-town cor- 
ners on State street, are exceedingly scarce. 
In the lease which follows as a sequel to the 
‘story of the sale the possibilities of Statestreet 
property are indicated. The rental is prac- 
tically 7 per cent on the value of the ground 
and building. This is* more notew orthy 
inasmuch as down-town purchasers profess 
themselves to be satisfied with investments 
which promise 5 per cent and will even con- 
sider 4 per cent investments. Most of the 
sales of fancy priced property off State street 
have been based on the idea of building sky- 
scrapers, the future of which cannot but be 
somewhat problematical. 

Yields Rich Returns. 

State street property, however, with but 
three or four story improvements, has de- 
veloped wonderful income-bearing power. 
-It is generally admitted that investors have to 
look largely to the ground floor for their in- 
come, and in no part of the city can such 
rents be obtained per square foot of ground 
space as on the choice corners of 
State street. There is a tendency, too, 
to develop State street corners by 
dividing the ground floor into stores of mod- 
erate size, and of opening stores out on the 
cross streets. The most notable instance of 
this is at the southeast corner of State and 
Adams streets. It is said that the same 
method of improvement will be adopted in

roperty the demand for property suitable 
be first-class residences remains unsuppiied. 

It is probably true that more of what might 

be termed t-ed residence . property 

has been sold in the last two years ‘than in 
any five years ne thaw Fh The purchase of 
fine humesand country residences can be taken 
as evidence of the material prosperity ‘of the 
city, just as a sharp demand for bonds and 1n- 
vestmment securities may be taken as an evi- 
dence of easy finanvial condition. The people 
of Chicago appear to be just reaching the 
stage where they have the time and means to 
devote to the establishment and enjoyment of 
fine residences. The choice of residence prop 
erty is quite impartially distributed over the 
entire city, but there is a preference shown in 
many quarters for holdings along the north 
shore or on the South Side avenues conven- 
ient to the Alley Elevated road. 

Revising the Bailding Ordinances. 
It appears that the special committee ap- 
inted to revise the building ordinance has 
Eso quietly at work durimg the last few 
inten while it has been generally supposed 
that they were idle. The results ot the labors 
of this much abused body of men is to be pre- 
sented to the City Council. The high 
‘building question, the agitation of which 
resulted in the appoin‘ment of the committee 
in question, is to be finally settled in this re- 
port. It is said that the majority of the com- 
mittee are opposed to the construction of 
buildings more than 150 feet in height and 
consisting of more than twelve stories. The 
report will suggest and provide for the ap- 
pointment .of building. inspectors who will 
actually inspect. They are to. be men who 
have had ten years’ experience in some branch 
of the building trade. The Building Depart- 
ment is to have the addition to its staff of a 
practical civil engineer. 

The report will also touch on the question of 
the fire limits. Under the present ordinances 
the Commissioner of Public Works has no 
authority to tear down a building even though 
it has been erected in violation of the law. 
The passage of an ordinance which will give 
the proper officer authority to tear down any 
building so constructed will be recommended. 

The appearance of this report will be hailed 
by brokers handling down-town property for 
at least one reason. The uncertainty as to the 
action of the Council regarding the height df 
office buildings has had a tendency to unsettle 
values. With prices for business frontage at 
the present high water mark itis a matter of 
considerable importance whether a man can 
build a ten story building or a building sixteen 
er eighteen stories high.

STATE STREET CORNER PURCHASED. 


Frontage of Forty-two Feet Bought at a 
Cash Price of $365,000, 

The event of the week in real estate circles 
was the sale of the Jerome corner at State and 
Quincy streets. This property, with a frontage 
of forty-two feet on State street and 100 feet 
on Quincy street, was sold to Levy Mayer for 
$365,000 cash. The sale was negotiated by 
Benjawin Rosenberg and John A. Doherty, 
Mr. Doherty representing the Jerome estate 
and Mr. Rosenberg looking after the interests 
of the purchaser. 
proved. The main building, four stories in 
height, covers 42x90 feet. Back of 
this is)6 aS—tiéten foot building cover- 
ing what was originally left for the 
purposes of a private alley. The property in- 
cludes all the frontage on State street between 
Quincy and Jackson streets except what is oc- 
cupied by the Hub Clothing company, The 
property wassold at a partition sale some 
three years ago for $185,000, a number of 
prominent experts on property value having 
estimated the corner at that time to be worth 
about $150,000 to $165,000. The present sale, 
making no allowance for the building, estab- 
lishes a valuation of $87 per square fout. The 
corner of Quincy street, on which the building 
occupied by the Bell Clothing House stands, 
is owned by the Corwith estate. This estate 
gave the valuation committee of the Real 
Estate Board a commission this sprmg to 
place a value on all its down-town holdings. 
The Quincy street corner was valued 
by this com mittee at $10,000 a 
front foot, or $70 a square foot. The" 
northwest corner of Quincy and Staté streets, | 
however, has a greater depth in proportiqn to 
its State street frontage than has the south. 
west corner. The Corwith property is 144 feet 
neep, while the Jerome corner is but 100 feet 
indepth. Negotiations have been under way 
for some time with several parties for the pur- 
chase of the corner, and in fact it has been fig- 
ured on by almostall the capitalists and heavy 
down-town investors whoare known to be in the 
market. Asapart of thetransaction Benja- 
min Rosenberg succeeded in leasing the pres- 
ent building for Mr. Mayer for ten years at an 
annual rental of $25,000, the lessee to pay taxes 
and insurance. The lessee is the firm of A. H. 
Blaékall & Son, which takes it as an invest- 
ment. 


SURVEYS TO BE GUARANTEED, 


Lot Lines to Be Established by a Heavily 
Capitalized Corporation. 

A project is on foot for the formation of a 
survey guaranty company to havea capital 
stock of $400,000. It isto be somewhat simi- 
lar in its functions to the Title Guaranty 
company, insuring the correct placmg of lot 
lines and boundaries, instead of insuring an 
owner's title to property. It is said that there 
are more suits pending in the courts regard- 
mg differences in surveys than regarding de- 
fective titles. The proposed company is to 
have a guarantee fund of $150,000. A circular 
just issued by W. D. Kerfovt & Co. outlines 
the plans of the corporation and iacludes the 
followmg:

New Departure in Building in the Whole- 
sale Business District,

BOATING ON A CHINESE RIVER. 


When the Wind Drops Men Jump Ashore 
and Tow. 

Montreal Witness: O. L. Kilborn, one of 
seven Canadian missionaries who have gone 
to settle in Chentu, the capital of Sze-Chuan, 
has sent home an account of Chinese river 
travel. At Ichang Mr. Kilborn and his com- 
panions embarked, with their belongings, on 
two houseboats and began a journey of 1,000 
miles up the Yangtse River. 

The Chinese houseboat is a flat-bottomed 
punt, of which the stern half is covered in. 
Rather more than the anterior third consists 
of open deck, where the fourteen rowers 
stand when they wield their oars, and where 
the whole crew spread their oars and sleep at 
night. Turning on a pivot at the bow isa 
long, heavy var, which, when skillfully han- 
dled, does more of the steering than the rud- 
der 

The boat is furnished with a tall and strong 
mast, and, with the least fair wind, up goes a 
Chinese sail ribbed with the light bamboo. 
When the wind drops eighteen men jump 
ashore; fifteen of them tow the housgboat 
along with from 200 to 1,000 feet of bamboo 
rope, chanting as they pull, while two men 
keep the rope clear of projecting rocks along 
the river bank, and the remaining one 
runs beside the rest, spurring therm to their 
work by shouting, waving his arms, and clap- 
ping his hands. 

Often the ban ks become too precipitous for 
this *‘ tracking,’’ and the fourteen rowers take 
to their oars. The mode of progression is 
changed ten or fiftcen times aday. Often the 
boat crosses the river to gain quieter water or 


.a smoother bank, and is carried down a quar- 


ter of a mile in the course of this maneuver, 
though all hands stamp the deck fiercely, row 
with desperation, and fill the air with discord- 
act yells. 

On reaching the rapids of Tatung two bam- 
boo ropes were put ashore and seventy-five 
men and boys hauled on them to the accom- 
paniment of a small barrel drum furiously 
beaten by a man sitting on deck. The Chinese 
authorities have established life-saving asso- 
ciations which keep several well-manned 
boats constantly plying at all the dangerous 
rapids. Such a thing as an anchor was never 
seen. Sometimes a pole was driven down 
through a hole in the bed, but usually a rope 
was tied round a bowider or stake on shore 
or, in default of these, round a heap of sm 
stunes gathered for the purpose.

BIELA’S COMET AND METEORIC SHOWEBS. 


A Rain of Fire Expected on the Night of 
Noy. 27. 

Rochester Post-Express: Dr. Louis Swift 
says: ‘I predict that on the evening of the 
27th of this month, as soén as darkness falls, 
there will commerce a rain of fire which 
will be remembered for years. This display 
is not one of the periddic’ ones alluded to 
before, but is connected With the appear- 
ance of ths new comdét” As the whole 
matter is of great importance in astronomy I 
will explain the connection. Meteoric showers 
used to cause terror og all sides: As recently 
as 1833 the lower classes in this country con- 
fidentiy expected the end of the world had 
come on the appearance ofa violent distur- 
bance of this sort. Now it is known that 
meteors are closely connected with comets, 
and it is believed that may be parts of 
comets.”’ 

Dr. Swift produced the following telegram : 
** Berberich cables comet. Holmes’ possibly 
Biela’s. John Ritchie Jr.” That would be a 
puzzle to an ordinary mortal, but Dr. Swift 
read and reread it with evident relish. Dr. 
Swift examined Holmes’ comet Thursday 
night with care and was struck with several 
strange gen possessed by it. Friday aft- 
ernoon the telegram came. The interpreta- 
tion of the message is this: “John Ritchie 
Jr., Observer at Harvard University, sends 
this notice to Dr. Swift to inform him that a 
cablegram from the German astrono mer, Ber- 
berich, has been received at Harvard stating 
that Holmes’ comet may be found to be the 
famous Biela’s comet.’ 

“I believe that ie the true solution,” said 
Dr. Swift. ‘* This is certainly the most re- 
markable comet I have ever seen. In its clean 
outlines and position there is something fa- 
miliar, Biela’s comet is perhaps the most 
interesting of the heavenly bodies. We know 
that itjshould be seen at certain periods. 
Sometimes when its season comes it blazes 
fiercely, at others there is not a trace of it, 
and again it appears~in two divisions, sepa- 
rated from each other. In 1772 Montaigne 
discovered a comet, thirty-three years 
later Pond found another, and in 1826 Biela 
gave his name’ toa new comet. Imagine the 
surprise of the astronomical world when it 
was learned, a few years later, that these three 
comets were one and the same! Calculators at 
once began to search out the path of this 
heavenly tramp and it was proved that it 
should appear once in sixteen and six-tenth 
years. The figuring was corréct, and some- 
times the comet appeared when the glasses 
were ready. At other times it would not even 
show atail-feather. It was noticed. however, 
that Biela’s comet came in sight only on mul- 
tiples of the tame calculated for its regular ap- 
pearance,”’ 

** Does the comet look the same at one visit

MOLDING LOFT AND PATTERN-ROOM. 


The genesis of the Arthur Orr begins in 
the pattern-room or molding loft, and this 
is the first place to visit. Thisis a two-story 
building, some 220 feet in length by 60 feet 
wide, the upper floor being devoted to the 
pattern shop and model-room. Scattered 
over this immense room were some twenty 
workmen, busily engaged in piecing to- 
gether queer-looking bent pieces of thin wood. 
These constructions when finished repre- 
sented models of sections of the ship, of ribs 
and braces and girders hereafter to be re- 
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produced in iron. The floor was studded with 
nail holes for the fitting of these models and 
fantastic chalk lines showed the exact place 
upon which the wood was to be laid for shap- 
ing and fitting. The shape of a ship, tapering 
as it does at bow and stern, necessitates the 
construction of scores of models for each 
section and any error here would be fatal.

Wehad a little water for ourselves, 
but none for the horses, and we had to share 
ourown portion with the dog, who, what with 
the coyotes, the want of sleep, the long tramp, 
and no water, began to present as tough a 
gee of dogdom a8 I have ever seen. We 

ad a short rest and made a pretense of 
making a meal, but we were not hungry 
and couldn’t eat much. Then we started 
out to look for the trail. With the 
tanks as a starting point, we made expeditions 
in every direction—nvorth, south, east, and 
west. We found several traces of previous 
camps, proving to us conclusively that we 
were so far on the right track, although we 
had reached it from the wrong direction. But 
nothing in the shape of a burro track could 
we find. 

At last we surrendered. We saddled up the 
horses, and made upour mindsto get out of 
the mountain while we were able to walk, and 
to get as far as we could on our way to the 
windmill without giving up. Wher we started 
to leave the tanks we took a trail which was 
undoubtedly the one Wigley had referred to, 
and it led us down from the mountain 
on to the pla‘n, with hardly any 
of the trouble we had experienced ‘in 
going up. It took a good deal of kicking and 
swearing to keep old Cinnamon from lym, 
down every 200 or 300 yards, and by this time 
it was getting hard to use any very energetic 
language. My throat was all swelled up and 
I found it not at all easy tospeak much 
louder than a whisper. We neither of us 
wanted to eat—what we wanted was water— 
barrels of it. It seems’an awful waste of 
good immaterial, when you remember that the 
State of lllinois and all the Middle States 
were under water from the floods just at this 
time. 

At nightfall we just dropped down in our 
tracks, and» went te sleep. We were stilla 
long way from the windmull, and the night 
was toodark and the horses too tired to 
attempt to go much further. We took the 
saddles off the horses, and did not pretend to 
prepare any meal for ourselves. We just 
pulied our blankets over our heads, and tried 
to forget our sore. -throats and swollen 
tongues in sleep. We awoke just as dawn 
was showing in the sky. We staggered to our 
feet, saddled up the horses, and tottered on. 
In half an hour we could see the windmill, 
still a littie way off. ‘By 8 o’clock we were 
within a inile; every foot of that mile seemed 
a leagiie; then, as We, came nearer, we saw 
that rfot a breath of air was stirring, and the 
windmill was still! But there wasa reservoir 
in connection with every windmill, 
into which the overflow of the trough 
runs, sand owe felt sure that there 
would be plenty of. water in this. Eagerly 
we pressed on; the horses seemed to realize 
we were nearing water, and required less drag- 
ging. Soon we could see that several hundred 
steers were standing around the windmill, ev- 
idently on the same ertand as ourselves, and 
the horrible conviction was forced upon us 
that there was no water! The reservoir was 
empty, or contained very little béyond a sedi- 
ment of stinking green slime, and dead cattle 
lay around, polluting every drop of stagnant 
water that could accumulate. 

‘* There surely must be a way out of this,” 
said the Crow. ‘* Yes,” Isaid, “ there ought 
to be.

By 
this time the Crow was tired, so | went up 
and took his place, and so by alternately 
pumping and drinking, and firing a shot 
occasionally, to keep the steers away till 
we were done, for they were nearly frantic 
when they saw the water trickling from the 
pipe, we succeeded in quenching our own 
thirst and our horses’, and got enough water 
in the canteen to make some coffee. For by 
this time we were hungry; we wanted coffee, 
and the coffee we made (although we should 
probably have killed a waiter if he had 
brought: such stuff to us in a restaurant) 
tasted better than uny coffee I ever had. 

A few days after we had to say good-by to 
Columbus and shake hands with the hospita- 
ble Bailey. We had engaged our seats 
on the stage the previous night, as it had 
stopped at the postoffice on its way through 
Colum bus. 

When we struck Kansas it began to rain. 
Topeka was under water. It seemed almost 
impossible to imagine, when looking from 
the platform at the enormous sheet of water 
stretching from the side of the track almost 
to the horizon, that down onthe Mexican 
border the great and continuous problem was 
howto get enough water, and here it was 
running to waste. What would we not have 
given for adipper full of it within a week! 
It seemed a pity some way couldn’t be de- 
vised of tipping up the country, so that some 
of the superfluous water could run off on to 
those Mexican plains, If they could only be 
sufficiently irrigated they would certainly be 
very productive, especially in growing fruit, 
for the climate is undoubtedly exactly suited 
for producing such fruif #8 peaches and ap- 
ples in their most perfect condition.

FAMINE INEVITABLE IN THE EAST. 


The Population of India Rapidly Rising 
Above 300,000,000, 

Washington Post: The population of the 
Indian Empire has risen within the memory 
of the present generation from 220,000,000 to 
289,000,000; it has been increasing at the rate 
of 2,500,000 annually, and is now rising at the 
rate of 3,000,000, If no large famines occur 
it will considerably exceed 300,000,000 at the end 
of the century now drawing toaclose. Even 
in the event of decimation from these causes 
there will be an excess over the 300,000,000. 
This augmentation is coimcident with a 
growth in means and resources of livelihood, 
and in material prosperity of all kinds. The 
exportation of food grains in large quantities 
continues. 

The average population in the Indian Em- 
pire 1s very moderate. For all that the density 
in some parts is considerable and in other 
parts too great. On the other hand there is a 
large quantity of cultivable land still unused, 
the extent of which van be fully known by ex- 
perience alone. Further, the existing cuiti- 
vation can be made more ana more productive 
by agricultural science, by development of ir- 
rigation in detail,and »y improved appli- 
ances for husbandry. 

On the whole there is fair reason to hope 
that the magnificent area of land will be able 
to sustain its people and that the accession 
ot teeming millions decade after decade 
under the British rule may be welcomed witb- 
out an afterthought. On the other hand, 
there have been and still are frequently re- 
curring causes to check the growth of the 
population. 

ne fearfully potent cause, arising from in- 
ternal war, devastation, and disorder, which 
up to the present century decimated the peo- 
ple has been effectually stopped. But pesti- 
lence, which in former centuries occasionally 
stalked through the land, still lurks in many 
places. It is kept down by sauitation, by the 
diffusion of medical education among the 
natives, and by the purification of the water 
supply. ‘The water works are to be found in 
almost every town; inthe great cities they 
may be compared with anything of their kind 
in any country. The check on population, as 
imposed by sickness, will be gradually lessened. 
Then there is the terrible check resulting from 
famine or scarcity. 

The recorded coxperience of more than a 

century shows that this scourge has appeared 
in one quarter or another once in every three 
years. Its recurrence is extremely probable. 
It springs from atimospheric conditions which 
may be partially controlled, but cannot be 
wholly averted by the power of man. Its ter- 
rible power is in part weakened by railway 
communication supplying the markets which 
have been depleted from scarcity. Its area 
may be in some degree limited by irrigation 
works. : 
The conservation and propagation of for- 
ests will improve the supply of moistyre in 
the country. Great efforts, without stint of 
money, will be made by the government to 
find wages and employment for the multi- 
tudes suddenly thrown out of work by the 
cessation of labor in the fields and the tempo- 
rary paralysis of the hand looms, the potteries 
and other village industries, Infinite good 
will, indeed, be effected in these various ways. 
But no administration can guarantee security 
against loss of life from hunger and froin the 
many ailments which ensue after a period of 
physical depression. Therefore, the popu'a- 
tion will be checked in some degree by famine. 
The loss from that cause appears to be about 
500,000 annually in a cycle of years.

* Therese Raguin,” an adaptation of Zola’s 

novel, drew large crowds to the Chicago 

Opera-House and will doubtless be a subject 

of discussion durmg the second week of its 

engagement. The rumors that preceded the 
play to the effect that one of its principal 
scenes was indelicate were unfounded ; for the 
wedding night imterview proved to be finely 
dramatic and in no way offensive. Itis not 
in the material used, butin the purpose that 
informs a scene which determines the morale 
of a work. Zola, in his novel, deals with 
murder and with criminal . infatuaton, 
not for the sake of dwelling ‘on 
either subject, but to make 
a study of their results on the minds of two

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Parisian life. Ina masterly way he shows 
how physical passion steeped in blood turns 
in its moment of fruition to shuddering repug- 
nance —at least on the part of the more sensi- 
tive nature, that of the woman. 

There is this auestion which occurs to the 
student of psychology in considering the 
mental anguish endured by Therese and Lau- 
rent. Itisthis: Is it possible that minds 
so essentially coarse as theirs are capable 
of feeling the keenness of remorse depicted in 
the story? Suffering in an intense degree is 
the privilege of finer natures. The ordinary 
wife-killer of the jails is incapable of feeling, 
or of even appreciating the agonies of Othellv. 
Zola is a great realistic story-telier in describ. 
ing the aspects of Parisian life; but it is diffi- 
cult fo agreé with him in the conclusion that 
stolid personages like these could have suffered 
the torments that imply active imaginations. 
To the brutal animal that would inflict pain 
nature does not give a fine susceptibility, for 
the very possession of this faculty would pre- 
vent the infliction of pain. The insensibility 
of the ordinary murderer is understood only 
by men whose duties have brought them into 
close contact with the criminal classes.

The local color of the Parisian drama is 
hardly to be. expected in an English transla- 
tion. The principal actors in the present coin- 
pany lift the réles of Therese and Laurent 
to a much higher social plane than the author 
intended them to eccupy. Mrs. Potter is 
much mere refined in her manner than 
the original Therese ever dreamed 
of being; and Mr. Bellew’s Laurent 
is a being whom Zola might meet a score of 
times in society and not recognize as a crea- 
tion of his own brain. These remarks are not 
intended to be deprecatory. Mrs. Potter and 
Mr. Bellew have the privilege to lift Zola’s 
piay a few degrees higher in the social scale if 
at the plane which they select they only pre- 
serve the drama’s consistency. As the work is 
now presented the guilty lovers belong not 
to the petty Parisian shopkeepers, but to what 
the English would call the upper middle class. 
The dialogue should be revised to that Therese 
should not use an expression like the one in 
the privacy of her chamber after the wedding: 
* Did you notice the lace on the altar rail, 
We haven’t anythimg as expensive as that in 
our shop.”’ 

This saying is admirably in harmony with 
the character of Zola’s Therese; but itis in 
discord with the Therese of Mrs. Potter, who is 
a higher sort of woman, both in education 
and sentiment.

What a splendid scene, by the way, in its 
dramatic strength is that in the wedding 
chamber! One cannot understand how any 
spectator can be so narrow-minded as to 
think of little realistic details, such as apper- 
tain to costume, when the main idea domi- 
nates the nind and elevates it by suggestions 
of nature’s justice. What if the characters dis- 
robe partially (this is done without offense) ; 
what if neighbors utter a few coarse jokes 
(this is common on such occasions among 
vulgar people of all countries); fine 
point is the meeting of the two hypo 
critical murderers face to face in the 
sacred intimacy of husband. and wife! 
It is at this supreme moment that Zola be- 
comes idealistic. He is a realist in the matter 
of the disrobing and the jokes; but when he 
arraigns thoee shuddering souls of the man 
and woman he becomes as idealistic as one of 
the old Greek dramatists. 

There are realistic touches in the dialogue 
as natural as those in the interview of Mac- 
beth and his wife after the murder of Duncan. 
The attempt of Laurent toem brace the woman 
who was his accomplice, and is now 
his wife, is repulsed by Therese, who 
first feels the horrible disgust of life. 
The two are creatures of instinct: both

ed canvas on the wal!. *Recriminations pass 
between the miserable couple when the moth- 
er of the dead man bursts in upon them to 
learn in a flash the secret of her son’s mur- 
der.

In the last act Mme. Raquin sits a speech- 
less paralytic, looking inexpressible hatred at 
the murderous couple, whomn she. cannot de- 
nounce or deliver to justice. The criminals 
try to hide nothing from that rigid figure with 
the glaring eyes. She knows the worst of 
them and what additional infamy 
she may learn cannot gregtly matter. 
There she sits, the impersonification of their 
Destiny. As long as those lips are mute the 
guilty ones are safe.

Eges Fit for Queens to Eat. 


Every housekeeper knows that an egg sim- 
ply boiled and timed to two, three, or five 
minutes ie not nearly as ood as a properly 
*“coddled”’ egg. This old-fashioned word is 
almost obsolete, and an egg-coddier is rarely 
seen today in house furnishing stores, says the 
New York Tribune. Occasionally an old fam- 
ily will oa a silver egg-coddler, for this 
was a utensil for table display, and one which 
Was sometimes made of precious silver. The 

-coddler consisted of a frame in which 
deep pan, 

and into 

eggs in the frame were 
lowered. The coddler was then covered 
closely, and in about five minutes the water 
was ‘poured off and fresh boiling water poured 
over again. In five minutes more the eggs 
were done. They were cooked evenly through 


_ by this process to a delicate jelly. It is im-

portant in cooking eggs in this way that the 
eg er be cove with a thick cosey or 
heavy cloth. A tea cosey will answer the pur- 
pose admirably. 

A simple way of cooking eggs which gives 
nearly the same results as a coddler is to put 
them in cold water and bring it rather slowly 
to the boiling point; then let them boil two 
minutes. If one desires eggs boiled hard they 
must be cooked from three to four 
miautes longer than the time _ given. 
The egg-coddler furnishes a _pictur- 
esque and very convenient way of 
eggs on the breakfast table when 
is made an informal meal, as it gen-

It has secured ideally beau- 
tiful rooms on Arlington street, overlooking 
the public gardens. It has a fine gallery for 
picture banging. and it is based on an idea 
that should develop, as the club grows strong- 
er, into an attractive and happy social center.

MARRIAGE OF BJORNSEN’S DAUGH- 
TER AND IBSEN’S SON. 


A Unien That Possesses the Keenest In- 
terest for Those Who Believe in the 
Laws of Heredity—The Bridegroom Has 
Already Achieved Distinction 
Work of the Parents of the Young Peo- 
ple-Two of Norway’s Oldest and Most 
Prominent Families United. 

The recent marriage of Dr. Sigurd Ibsen, 
only son of the great Henrik Ibsen, and 
Froken Bergljot Bjérnsen, eldest daughter of 
Bjérnstjerne Bjérnsen, ought to attract the 
attention of ali those who believe in heredity. 
It is an alleged rule of descent that the brains 
of great men are quiescent in their.children, 


be so the children of this recent marriage be- 
tween the son and daughter of the greatest of 
Norway’s littérateurs will be giants in the 
days to come. 

The name of the bride, Froken Berglijot 
Bjérnsen, presents apparent difuculties until 
it is remembered that the “Froken.”’ is Norse 
for * Fraulein ” or ‘*Miss,”’ and that the *‘j”’ 
is pronounced like “ y.” : 

The ceremony took place in Bjérasen’s 
study at the farmhouse of Aulestad, in the 
Gausdal Valley, and was according to the 
ritual of the Lutheran State Church of Nor- 
way. This was at the request of Frau Ibsen, 
and it lets a little light into the dumesti¢ rela- 
tions of the great dramatist and his wife. He 
is “emancipated,” if his works are any cri-

nor his wife attended the wedding, the one 
being busy on his new drama, the other being 
so ill as to be unable to take. the journey of 
eighteen hours to Bjdrnsen’s estate, says the 
New York Worid.

of their age, Dr. Sigurd Ibsen—who, by tne 
way, isa godchild of Bjéirnsen—is a distin- 
guished man in his own right. He is a lawyer, 
and took his degree with high honors in Italy. 
He was formerly in the diplomatic service and 
has made a name for himself by his efforts to 
secure independence for Norway in the diplo- 
matic and consular service. If Norway suc 
ceeds in this it is expected that Dr. Ibsen will 
be the first Minister of Foreign Affairs. He 
is now writing a book on the union of Norway 
and Sweden—a question as ticklish as was that 
of State rights in this country before the war. 
As it is, Norway has almost complete auton- 
omy. 

Bjérnstjerne Bjérnsen was born in 1832, in a 
frozen parsonage in the Denerfeldt Mvuunt- 
eins. is parents were very loyal, and once 
when the boy pore trfiant to run off with a 
fishing-smack he came back and told the:n 
that the King was dead and school didn’t 
keep. They wept at the news, and the next 
day, when they found it wasn’t true, they 
were so glad that they forbore to whip the boy. 
The father Was accustomed to thrash his 
parishioners sometimes to keep them in the 
straight and narrow way. 

Up to 1870 Bjérnsen was what might be 
called a muscular Christian, but the opening 
of the gates to the European world which 
came after the Franco-Prussian war made a 
| great change in him. He found his world

church. Five years later he began to write in 
a new strain. He has produbed *‘ Bankrupt,” 
aplay in four acts; “The Editor,” ** The 
King Maghild,” ** The New System,” “Leon- 
ardo,”’ “A Glove,” and “Too High an Aim.” 
He is said to resemble George Meredith in his 
style. When he wesin America in 1881 he 
said: ‘To socialism in some shape or other 
belongs the future. The present crude tneories 
which the justly discontented are pronouncing 
are only significant as the first serious agita- 
tion of the greatest of problems. It is 
pleasant to 
earth for you amd me who promenade in 
broadcloth, but have you ever thought how 
the world looks to a hungry man? The say- 
ing that all men may get work who want it is 
& very transparent lie. There are thousands 
who get wages which are only modified starva- 
tion. Coats and loaves of bread and pieces of 
roast beef hang too high. One-half their cost 
goes to the preservation of society. That is to 
say, to secure the highest benefits of civiliza- 
tion to the few society barbarizes the many. 
If you think this sort of thing is to go on for- 
ever you are mistaken.”’ 

Bidrnsen believes in the abolition of per- 
sonal property in land and taking its rental to 
run the government. 

As for Ibsep, he has had the higher honor of 
having his works translated into English. His 
** Doll’s House” has been quarreled over 
vigorously, and in Boston the cult of his 
chrysantbemum side-whiskers and foretop 
bade fair to crowd out that of Browning. He 
was born March 20, 1828, in Skien, Norway, 
of Danish parents. But in his blood dre Ger. 
man and Scotch admixtures. When he was a 
boy at school the teacher thought surely he 
must have plagiarized his ideas, they were so 
good, and there was a fine fuss between the 
two. The boy fought his master. Ibsen 
wanted to be an artist, but learned to be a 
druggist.
